PBHOIS OF NEWS. 

SATOfinAT. l>ECEUnEIl 20. 

— Tho Foreign Offioe has onromunicatejJ the 
f-llowiug to the Press :—In the^State of Kerowloe 
in Rajpootann, tho last harvest has been completely 
destroyed for want of rain, and the rnbboe harvest 
is likely to share the same futo. To meet the im¬ 
pending famine, the Maharajah of Korowlee has 
remitted the transit duties for oDe year, and has 
ordered advanoes -to be made to traders to bring 
grain from Agra. He lias al*> established houses 
of relief in various, plnoea within his territory, 
and lias set on foot works of public utility to afford 
employment to the poor. In addition to these mea¬ 
sures, IlisjHighness has directed that no revenue 
shall be taken from those who have lost their 
crops entirely, nr.d that it shall be collected by ins¬ 
talments from those whose crops are injured. 

— In connection with the scarcity in Unjpoolano 
the Government of India, on Colonel Keating*« 
recommendation, has sanctioned the appointment 
of au*Agent^in Jessulmere to facilitate the impor¬ 
tation of grain intoithose States from tho direction 
of Biode. The Agent will bo employed for cigh* 
months on a salary of Rupees 200 per mensem, and 
no allowance of Rupeea 60 for his Office; but it 
is understood that he will ho withdrawn; before 
tho expiration'of this period, if it Bl.ould bo found 
possible to dispenso with hie services. 

— The Cabool correspondent of the Delhi Gazette 
states that the following letter from Amere Shore 
Alloe Khan was reoeived by Birdar Mahomed 
Jloosaln Khan, the Governor of Cabool, on the 24th 
Ultimo:— 

“ Bend the uniform, that is coats and pantaloons, 
for the battalion of 8irdar Mahomed Ismael Khan, 
aa toon as possible, as they are urgently wanted. 

Borne three hundred Jazailohees belonging to Sir- , 
dar Mahamed Yokoob Khan’e troops having deserted 
the Sirdar’s comp, have gone over to Birdar Vb- 
doolrnhman Khan, l’loase inspect tho muster roll 
of the Jaatailchee force, and realize the three 
months’ allowance, which haVe been advanced to 
the deserters, from their families." 

Grain is very scarce and not procurable. 
About one .hundred mon and women waited on 
,ho Governor‘and complained that they omild not 
get any gvain and flour from the shopkeeper, in 
the bazar and that they were aturving. The 
Governor sent for flve of the chief shopkeeper, 
nnd lined them live bundled rupee* for not selling 
their grain to the poor. On the shopkeepers mak¬ 
ing an excuse that very little grain was brought 
into the city, the Governor reprimanded them nnd 
■aid that they must get it from elsewhere uud 
Mil to the poor.

8., and was in her 
seventy-ninth}'year at the time of her death, which 
took plaoo nt Charles Btrcet, Berkeley Square, on 
November 10. ^

The European Powers aro endeavouring to prevent 
a conflict between dreceo uud Turkey. 

—To relieve lus distressed subjects during tho pre¬ 
sent scarcity, tho Maharaja of .leyporo lately re- 
moved all restrictions on tho grain traffic of his 
Uitydlory, and abandoned tho collection of every 
description of tax on grain. In addition to theao 
mcasuros, Ilia Highness has now set apart funds 
for tho construction of a pucka Bund across the 
Kukoas River near Arnbair, and of a Dhurmsulu 
in the immediate vicinity of the city. 

The Dhurmsnla is intended to he used as a depot 
for the distiibution of alms to the aged and influn, 
and those having special oluiuib ou Ilia llighuess’s 
bounty. 

— The Englishman reports that nn application 
was made ou Wednesday lust on behalf of the Tax¬ 
ing Ollloer of the High Court for u rule nisi against 
a nativo altornoy, to show cause why ho should not 


above authority, called upon nis Highness to main¬ 
tain the lights nud privileges conferred on tho 
villagers by the British Government, and to sub¬ 
stitute a peison of upright* character for the pre¬ 
sent corrupt manager. The Maharajah nas readily 
aoceded to the wishes of Government, and has 
promised to regard scrupulously the torinn of the 
soUlemept which wore in foroe at tho time tho vil¬ 
lages wero made over to him. 

— Wo seo it atntod that on tho reoommenditijn 
of the Governor General's Agent in Unjpoo'.nna 
tlm Government has granted the Muhurajah of 
K-rowleo a loan of one lakh and a half of Rupees 
to enable him to tide over the difliculti.-s conse¬ 
quent on tho pres.-nl season of drought. The loan 
which is repayable within four years, is made on 
security of the reveuuva of the Kt-rowlco State, 
which amount to about Rupees 3J lukhs a your, 
and it is to bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent, 
per annum.

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SACRED CITY OF THE 
HINDUS.* 

Mr. Sliorring’s work is in every respect 
Worthy of our snored city. It shows a con- 
sidorablo amount of research, and its stylo 
.is in general excellent. It is illustrated by 
ten stoel engravings whioh add very much 
fo its value. 

Bounres is to the Hindu more than wlmt 
Mecca is to the Mabomednn aud Jerusalem 
•to the Jew. The orthodox lliudu believes 
that ho is sure of eternal life if he can but 
die at Benares. Neither the Mahomodan 
nor the Jew has any such faith in the sanc¬ 
tity of hia holy city. 

Benares is certainly tho most picturesque, 
if not tho rsnost magnificent, of Indian 
cities. A view of the city from the river 
is really imposing. Macaulay's description 
of Bennres is so very graphic that we do

u A city whioh in wealth, popuWlon, dig-, 
ntfcy and sanctity was nmong thK foremost 
of Asia. It was commonly belayed that 
half a million of human beings C/S f ofowd* 
ed into that labyrinth of lofty Itfeys, rich 
with shrines and minarets, and bileonies and 
carved oriels to whioh tho eacrodjapes clung 
by hundreds. The traveller cofid scarcely 
mako his way through the 
mendicants and not less 
broad and stately flights 
descended from these swar 
the bathing-places along th 
worn every day by the foo 
numerable multitude of wbri 
schools and temples drewJcrowSs of pious 
Hiudus from ovory proftnoe where the 
.I&akmiuicnl faith was *own. Hundreds 
J|*die ; fiirTF"fl r m—rr^-hfthrr cye^y month to. 
happy fate awaited tho man who shotf 
pass from tho sapm! city into tho sacra 
river. N^rvSuperstition the only motive 
whiehytfhircd .'Grangers to that great met¬ 
ropolis. ComtrWce had as many pilgrims 
ns religion. All nlong tho shores of tho 
venerable stream lay great fleets of vessels 
laden with rich merchandise. From the looms 
of Benares went forth tho most delicate 
silks that- adornod tho balls of St. James’s 
and of Versailles; and in the bazars the mus¬ 
lins of Bengal and the sabres of Oudo wore 
mingled with tho jewels of Goloonda nnd 
tho shawls of Cashmere.”—Maoaulay’s 
Warren Hastings. 

Mr. Sherring is in error in maintaining 
“ that the founder of Buddhism Wnmenoed 
his ministry ot Benares.” i’hero can bo no 
doubt that Bennres was one of the enrliest 
seuts of Buddhism; but we can prove by 
irrcfragahlo evidence that Sakya Muni’s 
doctriuo was preached earlier ut Kosnlu 
(Oude), Magudha (Bohnr) nnd Itnjgehn 
(probably Rajmehal.) The ruius of Sarnath 
of which Major General Cunningham bns 
given an excellent account in the Asiatic 
Researches still attest tho prevalence ol 
that great heresy whioh iu nnu time threat¬ 
ened tlio complete extirpation of Hinduism. 

| The great Buddhist tower at Suruath is a 
Bund sound ed.fice ninety-three feet in 
diameter nnd n hundred aud twouty-cight 
feet in height. Tlie lowtfr part is built 
entirely of stone, the slabs being fixed to 
each other by iron cramps. Tho upper part 
is built of bricks. The building 1ms eight 
projecting faces in eaoh of whioh is a nioln 
with a pedestal. These pedestals must have 
been surmouuted by statues of Buddlm 
The faces uro richly decorated with carvings 
“ Tho lotuji scroll,” says General Cunning¬ 
ham, “ with its flowing lines of gruoefu 
{* stalk mingled with tender buds nnd full 
" blown flowers nnd delicate leuves is von 
“ very rich and very beautiful.” Mr. Sher¬ 


ring has given us pictorial representation* 
of two of these carvings. 

When tho Buddhists were expelled from 
Benares it jsdiffioult to ascertain. When 
rate ofJvmuen Thsan^ the famous Chinese traveller 
’MJ^^Iited Indin, ho found the people of Po- 


lonisee (the Chinese corruption of Va'ranasi) 
wealthy, gentle, polished and esteeming 
learning; but ho adds with a sigh that tha 
“ greater portion of them bcliave in the 
" heretical doctrines (Hinduism) and fo* 

“ revere the Law of Buddha.” 

Benares has a much stronger titlo than 
Rome to bo called the ‘Eternal City ’ for vra 
find it mentioned by Valmiki iu the La- 
mayatui. 

Mr. Shcrring’s description t»f the Ben- 
alocs of Bennres will no doubt bo very 
to our readers:—“ They reside 
for the ffldl^'pBTi^ggB^mmselves, iu a quar¬ 
ter called the Bengali ToTa,. trifc^are chiefly 
notod for tho superior educationSjvhich 
many of them lmve received in comparison 
with tho Hindustani portion of the popula- 
t.ion. Iu their social hab^e, however, many 
of this class are not muoh,% fear, in advance 
of their neighbours; although I rejoice to 
ablo to say there is j^ason to believe 

;r.uoh 

^lightened than Hindus generally it i 3 
si/ange that in many respects their inner 
domestic life is scarcely better than theirs. 
Some of them aro beginning to eduoate 
their wives an:l daughters, and are anxious 
for their intellectual improvement? Yet 
tho uneducated portion of tho Bengali com¬ 
munity adhero to tho customs of Hindu 
society as rigidly as ocher inhabitants of the 
city, cling with equal pertinacity to caste, 
and exhibit the burnt) blind nnd senseless 
attachment to idol worship. A great differ¬ 
ence is observable among Bengulis, however; 
and numbers of them aro utterly unsouud in 
the faith of Hinduism. Theso occupy the 
position of great social and religious re¬ 
formers, and are engaged in a very impor¬ 
tant work which is none other than tho 
entire regeneration of uativo society. I 
look upou tliis class of Bengalis together 
with tho educated l’arsees in tlio van of 
national improvement and progress.” 

Those who have not visited Benares 
should road Mr. Sherri tig ’3 book for a full 
and interesting uccount of tlio temples und 
mosques of the city. It appears to us that 
tlio linjuh of Abmotty’s temple, the Nipal- 
ese teinplo aud the temple at tho Muni 
Karnik6 Ghat are tho most picturesque if 
not the most beautiful nt Bounres. Wo 
bavo already passed our limits. We pur¬ 
pose resuming the subjeot some other time.

EXTENSION TO HINDUS AND BIIPD- 

DINTS OF THE lESTAMENTARY 

CLAUSES OF THE INDIAN SUC¬ 
CESSION ACT. 

Tm: Supplement to the Gazette of Indict 
• if Saturday last contains an important 
correspondence on the question of extending 
io Hindus and Buddhists tho Testamentary 
clauses of the Indian Succession Act (X. of 
18G5). It appears that in August 18U5 the 
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Homo Soorotary addressed a Circular to all 
Looal Goveruinont8 and Administrations 
requesting them to favor the Government of 


India with their opinions “as to tho cxna- 
dicncjuof extending to the Hindus, Muhttm 
mudnns and Buddhisms, or any and which 
of them, su$h parts of the Indian Succession 
Act, 1805, ns relnto to Testamentary Suc¬ 
cession, including in this phrase all that 
relates to the execution, revocation, inter¬ 
pretation and probata of Wills, and the 
limitation of the exeroiso of tho testamen¬ 
tary power,” after consultation with suoh 
European and Nativo gentlemen us might 
he doomed best oapablo of ndvising on snob 
o matter- Tho Government of Bombay for¬ 
warded to It ml Cmnborue, then Secretary 
of Stato for India, a copy of tho above cir¬ 
cular and the opiuions it had elicit- ’ .rom 
certain gentlem**** w .„*era India. In 
n Despnto* -dated the 7th February 1807 
Ilis Lirdship impressed upon the Govern¬ 
ment of India “ the propriety of exorcising 
very great caution in dealing with a subject 
which offsets tho interests of tho mass of 
tho population of India.” Ho also wrote 

“ From tho operation of tho Indian Suooennion 
Aot, tho v«ry ' largo majority of tho inhabitants 
of India, tho Hindus the Hfnliammndjxns, and tho 
Jludliists, were oxcoptod. Tho Aot became law in 
Maroh 180,5. Jt mast bo assumed that tho Lrgis-/ 
lnturu had good ground* for oxouptiag so largo.*? 
proportion of the subjeots of tho Indian Empire 
from the provision* of an Act drawn with consum¬ 
mate ability, and it is, therefore, with a fooling of 
apprehension that I porooivo, nft«*r a lapse of little 
snore than twplvo months from it* cnaotmeut, or of 
littlo more than six months from the commence¬ 
ment of its nohul operation, a project in contem¬ 
plation for tho removal of this moat important res¬ 
triction. 

As at present ndvisod, I am of opiniou that the 
time is still far distant when suoh an enactment 
would be expedient. 

On snob a subject, it appears to me that the Le¬ 
gislature should not bo sololy guided by the opinions 
of Native gentlemen resident in the Presidency 
towns, who, by education nnd by intercourse with 
European Sooiety, have, in acme degrees, been 
anglioized. 8uoh opinions aro not always a faith¬ 
ful exponent of Native fueling* nnd Native pre¬ 
judices, or oven of Nativo intelligence. 

I am unable to perouive that any groat, praoti- 
oal ovil has yet ooourred. • • • 

For the above reasons Lord Cratiborne

Q/A.— On tho other hand, the Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor of the North-Western Provinoes and the Chief 
Commissioner of llritish Burmah thought that the 
proposed legislation would bo inexpedient.; nnd the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Panjab, while of opi¬ 
nion that nuncupative wills should be invalid, 
and that all wills should bo written, attested, and 
proved, did not recommend the extension in their 
entirety of the provisions of the Sucoussion Aot on 
them) subjeots. ^ 

With reference to the romnrk of Lord 
Crnnborne that no great practical evil bad 
ye^ocourred owing to the absence, in tho 
omfe of nntives, vt rules regulnting the ex- 
\Jc ciso of tho testamentary power, the Go¬ 
vernor General in O-mno 1 states that it has 
been, for at lenst 20 years, i&TYrinin Unit in 
Bengal nnd in the towns of Mftdrns nnd 
Bombay the power of making nuneffjxjjtive 
wills enoonragos fraud and p'^jiirv nnd quo¬ 
tes id confirmation of tins statement tho 
opinions of eminent lawyers like Sir diaries 
Jackson, Sir A. Buller, the H-mMilo Promnno 
Coonmr Tagore, and of several learned Judges 
of tho different High Courts. 

The evils arising from tin* non-requirement 
of probate of native wills, and from the uncer- 


quoted nbove establishes the fact that Hindu 
Wills are not “ the creature of JSoelwU 
Courts.” 

We are not opposed to the introduction 
of tho Bill. But we hope tho Legislature 
will tbiuk it proper not to extend the pro¬ 
visions of Section 105 of tho Succession Act 
to the Hindus. According to this section 
no mun buying a nephew or niece or any 
nearer relative has power to bequeath any 
property to religious or charitable uses, ex¬ 
cept by a Will executed not less thau twelve 
months before bis deutb, and deposited 
within six mouths from its execution in some 
placo provided by law for the safe custody 
of the Wills of living persons. It is well- 
kuowu that the nutives of this couutry con¬ 
sider it ominous to make Wills when they 
are healthy aud strong. As a rule they 
oxecuto these ouly a few mouths or a few 
days and in some casts a few hours bc-foro 
their death. In the face of suoh a preju¬ 
dice the extension of a clause like the above 
is sure to be prejudicial to the interests of 
the publio. Several prinoely bequests made 
by Christian gentlemen in Iudiu' have be¬ 
come void under the aforesaid section. The 
Bill not being before us we cunu<4Prt pre¬ 
sent say what otbor cluuses of it are objeo* 
tiokuble.

Secretary of State in Council. In reply to 
tho above despatch the Supreme Govern¬ 
ment wrote in Maroh last that Section 331 
of the Indian Succession Aot which exempts 
Hindus Mtthotnednns and Buddhists from 
its operation was introduced ns a temporary 
provision, because it was foifc at the time 
the law was under the consideration of the 
Legislature that, in three respects, sufficient 
information was not before the Council to 
justify an immediate extension in this di¬ 
rection. Doubts were entertained us to how 
far it would be politic to interfere with the 
power to make oral wills which Mahomedans 
have Mways possessed, nnd evidence was 
wanting ns to the propriety of restricting Na¬ 
tives in creating porpetuitios and in making 
bequests to religious aud charitable uses.” 
The general result of tho opinions obtained 
bv the Supremo Government from the Pre¬ 
sidencies of Bengal, Madras and Bombay, 
from Oude nnd tho Central Provinces is 
thus summed up:— 

Jat.—Tho uruolioe of making nuncupative will* 
ihoukl be abolished, aud the provision* of the Iu- 


riglit to put nil expedient restriction* upon 
Hindu Wills, they “ being unknown to 
Hindu law, being in fact the creature of 
English courts ” This may bo true as re¬ 
gards tho countries governed by tho Mitac- 
tthura. But wo deny that Hindu lawyers 
whose doctrines prevail in Bengal make no 
mention of Wills in their works. Mr. Cole- 
briioko, a high authority on the subject of 
Hindu Law, says: “A Hindoo in Bengal 
may leave by Will or bestow by deed of 
gift, his possessions, whether inherited or 
acquired, nnd the gift nnd tho legacy, 
whether to a son or to a stranger will hold 
&o.” Annin an eminent Hiudu commentator 
on the Dy at alien of Roghunutidaua remarks : 
“ Whatever the father does with regard to 
debt, agriculture, corrody, distribution of 
shares, or any other matter, is binding upon 
bis sons after his death.” Will has been de¬ 
fined to bo " the legal declaration of the 
intentions of the testator with respect to hie. 
property which be desires to be carried into 
effect after bis death.” If this definition 
be correct, the remark of ibo commentator 


of religion, and are therefore wanting in 
that deep faith wliicb alone can enable them' 
to move steadily in tho path of purity uud 
salvation.” Few will be misled by such 
wretched sophistry. An uttompt is here 
made to disparage reason; faith nnd devo¬ 
tion are on the other baud lunded to tho 
skies. But wlmt is devotion worth, when 
opposed to reason P How incompatible is 
that faith with true enlightenment, which, 
delights to feed uu the vagaries of mor¬ 
bid fancy ? It is very well to talk of devo¬ 
tion and faith in general, but when nursed by 
ignorance and bigotry, they undergo strange 
metamorphoses and become fruitful in evil, 
they should be regarded as-uu welcome guests 
aud bo soon done away with. Devoutuesa 
in a worshipper is not only desirable but 
indispensable; he should yield to God bis 
hourt uud utfeotious, be sincere aud earnest 
iu prayer, and approach Him with love uud 
reverence. But what if a Braluno murohes 
bare foot al mg the streets with Hugs stream¬ 
ing iu the wind, tomtom deafouiug the out; 
with their discordant music and other 
paraphernalia of superstition aud boivhtobism ; 
aud imagines all this to be a practical il¬ 
lustration of bis intellectual conceptions of 
the Deity aud bis attributes P Wlmt if 
with a view to mortify the fiosh he abstains 
from food on particular days, and thus gives, 
as he fancies, a visiblo impetus to bis piety 
and zeal in religion P Certainly, devotion iu 
this objeotiouable form is far worse tbna 
rationalism. Again; what has tho Mirror 
to urge iu vindication of the £iitb of tboso 
Keshubites who implicitly believe iu tho 
mediatorial powers of their leader, rely uu 
the etfieaoy of their prayers when offered 
through him, and expect the deliverance of 
their souls from sin through bis redeeming 
influence P Muse nut the worth of suoU 
faith be in the inverse ratio of its depth P 
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A correspondent of the Mirror, while 
attempting to explain away certain'' joints 
urged by the two Brahmo Missionaries al¬ 
luded to, gives rather an ingenious interpre¬ 
tation of the term saviour . “ If they (the 
public) onoe for all take the word 
ho says, "in the light of one who saves 
from sin, who brings others, through lectures, 
sermons, or example, from tho path of wr *ng 
to that of duty, who 1ms boon in numy 
cases tho instrument of reclaiming a wn- 
firmed sinner, tho mean? of reforming a 
vicious soul——if they refused to interpret tho 
term in tho accepted (/lirNtian House then 
it is easy to see that tho difficulty hue hi on 
removed, tho problem solved.” The world 
will then teem with saviours and every man 
bo tnoro or less a redeemer, though few at¬ 
tain to that eminence which entitles them 
to havo tho dust of their feet licked by a 
band of prostrate udurers.

Major Fen¬ 
wick of tho Englishman in responding

Nut long ago tho Press of this country was char- 
acterised by Sir Charles Napier ns “tho bhiokgunrd 
press of Iiulin," unit peihnps it deserved something 
of tho eonsure meteil out to it, although like some 
other greaL in on Sir Charles did not understand the 
anomaly of n free Press muter a dospotio Govern¬ 
ment. To say th.it tho Press of India \v;i» oven ikiw 
not perfect whs only to say that it was a human ins¬ 
titution, and it might bo said uf its blemishes ns 
of other imperfootions, that it was ‘ the better for 
thorn, that tliu law of human life mny bo Effort 
and the law of human judgment Muroy.’ On many 
oooasious, the Press of India hud done those things 
it ought not to have done, and hud left undone those 
things it ought to have done, but he hoped it oouhl 
not he added that—there was no houlth in it. Ho 
rather thought ho saw a bright future before it. lie 
would say to those who threw stones at it they wore 
themselves in many oases to blume. He would say 
nothing of a Government who give the Press no 
information, and keep dark subjects whiuh ought 
to bu known, aud then turn round und accuse the 
Newspaper of being in oontinuul hostility lo the 
Utute. This wuh au uufortunute position tor the 
Press to be in, und a gentleman high in the Civil 
Servioe who was certainly no friend to the ( nlcutta 
Press (Mr. George Campbell) long ago, in one of 
his woiks, recorded the same opinion.* There was, 
however, a Press in India that had boon too much 
nogleotod, hut which had much power l»r good 
or evil—a Native Press struggling upwards, which 
ho was obliged to say that the membuis uf lli«> 
European Press had not done tln-ir duty t<>, and 
had held out no helpiug hand towards it, hut ho 
hoped soon to see n allonge for tho better lu this 
respect. ( Oh !»()h ! ) There was no reason to cry 
Oh! If the people of India were to be educated 
they must be assisted by the Native Picas, and 
whoever oried Oh 1 did so in ignorance of Him wants 
of India. It had been urged against tho English 
portion of the Pies* hero that il was following the 
worst-examples of the Press at homo in endeavouring 
to set class against class—to “upon the Hood gab s 
of duniooruoy” that an evil tide should roil in und 
sweep away distinctions of rank ami fortune, 
pools only spolm in this way. NVe were perhaps 
on tho eve uf^reiit political and social (lining* *, 
and tne Press representing liberal opinion* owlum- 
]y advooatud —greater privileges being neooided to 
the lower classes. There was nothing to fear fiom 
the raising of these classes in education and poli¬ 
tical stutoj. I o quote another mini's words “ the 
mountain would tower above the sea as it towered 
primnvully although the valley below oiiop n noisome 
swamp wus purilled null enriched by tlin nll ivnil 
stream, a-wl so human distinctions of Gail* not 
man's mention would still point upw.iuis to their 
Native heaven not tho less that tin* .social region 
around them had risen iu all the verdure ol pros¬ 
perity and pence."* * •

Mr. Ciiick there¬ 
upon set up a rival Journal named tho 
Oudh Mail which during its short existence 
eurned a well deceived notoriety for the 
grosses', libels against the officials. In (he 
end Mr. Chicle is thought to have become 
too dangerous a resident for Oudh aud was 
turned out of tho Proviffco. The Oudh 
Gazette however supported (at a heavy loss 
it is said) by the Proprietors and by the 
Tulookdars’ Association, hud a safer career. 
It had the vvisd mi l‘> avoid tin* shoals and 
rocks on which its rivals tool run aground, 
lidtn a good boy it never abused tin* t$ah<h 
logs tiie “ fatii M's and mothers ” of tl.e 
Tnlookdars and oilier native folks of Oildli. 
It never criticized the officials of tlio Oudh 
Commission except to praise them, and ?n 
it lived mid lives still. If it Was never 
eou-uui'i-i d .is a brilliant Print it had at. least 
Lin* credit of being a harmless one. Hut its 
life was a flicker), will o’ the wisp fashion 
life. Unco in a year the “good nn'ured 


folks” who patronised the Journal wml«l 
bn startled by an army of rather well written 
leaders nut copied from other papers and 
8amo bits of news actually new. This 
would go on f>>r a whs >ii. Tho “ poor 
fond folks ” ,would begin t-> believe that otico 
■iw away tho’^jden age l.nd actually dawned 
on tli« Oudh Gazette. Hut tho magic rod 
if tho fickle doo non wiui presides over tho 
fortunes of tlio paper would all at onoo dis¬ 
pel tho agreeable ohimeru and on some 
unlucky day in some unlucky month of tho 
year, a libel case would s.tirt up or a dis¬ 
agreeable article, iho Editor and the pro¬ 
prietors would coino to loggerheads, them 
would then bo a “ row ” on Olympus, and 
Editorials, news, and nil melt into thin 
air.

Hut being an extromely spicy 
bit of scandal I think 1 had better preservo 
it for another oocusion, nnd dismiss tho 
subject for tlio present with the expression 
of uiy opinion and that of many others that 
in tlio matter at least Mr. E. P. Moore is 
once in the right. 

Then? can bo no doubt that if there is 
any Province in India which urgently re¬ 
quires a good, honest, hut abovo nil in¬ 
dependent political .Journal it is tho Province 
of Oudh. Such a paper steadily conducted 
would make the reputation and fortune of 
tho Elitor and proprietor respectively,—and 
what is more confer a lasting bam on tho 
country. A public critic who can neither 
ho threatened into submission nor bribed 
into .silence, will bo the terror of official 
vagary and official impudence. The alarm¬ 
ing extent to Which “ secretness, ” the great 
j symbol of despotism, prevails in the Go¬ 
vernment of Oudh, nnd tho practice so 
common among tho officials here of doing 
a great many things iu a semi-official and 
private way which in their public capacity 
they dare not do, would be put an end to 
once aud for ever by a watchful and con¬ 
scientious Pilfer that will not be humbugged.

It must, above all beware of being guided 
by advisers, that is to sny im.-n who always 
strive «,o push their own interests by making 
fools of others. 

The s\stem of Government which Sir C. 
Wingfield left in legacy to his successors 
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in Omlh may be characterized by two words 
—bully and khonhauuul. These two words 
express tho fundamental principles <m which 
tho Provinoo of Oudh is governed. A cer¬ 
tain wlujJcRomo extent of bullying is bene¬ 
ficial and perhaps necessary vr. a new pro¬ 
vince, but the evil of it is that once per¬ 
mitted bjiUyiiuj bee ones n lmbit and a priu 
ciple of action and tho standard of official, 
morality is considerably lowered, and con¬ 
ceit is engendered in tho minds of indivi¬ 


dual officers to an unreasonable extent. 
Considering at the same time that tho Oudh 
Commission consist mostly of military men, 
ono can imagino how easily they can be 
tempted into becoming overweening despots. 
They have to rule over men who are allowed 
no other right except that of submitting to 
whatever the »S (n/n'b may say or do, and of 
praising his follies until he really belie*-.* 
himself equal to Sobunan--No 
wonder thou ^fViv u tiS , 6fb aro officers in the 
MoffnmlJpt& who have tho vanity of tell¬ 
ing their native subordinates that they ex¬ 
pect tho same abject outward homage fnm 
them as the latter wero wont to pay to their 
king Wnjid Ally Shah, and take a foolish 


pride in the .^ps of respect and submission 
which they thus exact from a timid and ig¬ 
norant multitude. Even officers of t^lont and 
sense aro spoilt here by the influence of the 
atm isphero that surrounds thorn. Disregard 
of superior authority would soem to be a 
common offence because ic is considered as 
n vt'nial one. Freaks and crotchets are re¬ 
garded ns signs of originality, an aversion 
to law and lawyers is considered to bo an 
indication of independence and “ no hum¬ 
bug,” and a blustering, irregular and hasty 
way of deciding cases and doing things is 
thought to show an eminently practical ten¬ 
dency 1 . To set law at defiance is to act 
according to “conscience,” to punish a native 
because there is no evidence against him 
is to tnako an example of a dangerous rascal 
who is too cunning to bo caught. If you 
happen to offend an officer in tho Oudh 
Commission bownro of your skin. You CRn 1 
not tell when and how tho vcngoancc may 
oomo upon y iu but come upon you it will. 
Your case is hopeless. You might escape 
n single Tiger’s claws but you cannot escape 
a clique bent on your ruin. 

Let those who think I have overdrawn 
the piotare, come and live here for some time 
and see the state of things with their own 
eyes. Let them examine tho reoords of the 
libel case in which a native Assessor sued 
Runjoor Tewnry a veteran nntivo officer, 
ime of tho few native soldiers who had joined 
their masters in tho defence of the famous 
“ llnilio guards.” Mr. Wingfield was then 
nfc tho head of affairs. Tho whole case is 
too long to quote, hut tho upshot of the 
affair was that poor I’owury was sacrificed 
to the offended honor of tho Oudh Commis¬ 
sion with all tho evidence in his favor. lie 
was made the victim of cliquedom, beenuse 
he had dared to tell tho truth. Many oas?s 
similar to the above have occurred here and 
will occur for some time to come unless 
Oudh is put directly under the control of 
the High Court.

TOE GOVERNOR GENERAL’S VISIT TO 
BU 111) WAN. 

To the lulilor of the Bevanlte. 

Dear Sir,—On the rooming of Wednesday the 
18th instant, His Excellency the Vioeroy and Go¬ 
vernor-General of India oame down to Burdwau by 
a speoinl train and was reoeived by the Maharajah 
under a salute of ff.3 guns fired nt intervals from 
tho ramparts or Kristoshire —21, on his reaching 
tho Railway Station, 21, on setting his foot on the 
Raja's palace, nnd 21 more ou hia leaving this 
for Calouttn. As soon as the train arrived His 
Kxoellmicy got down with one of his eides-de-oamp 
and drove off in an ordinary cxrriago to the 
Maharaja’s and found his host dressed in splen¬ 
did robes, of purple color nnd a large number of 
European gpnt.lemen of this station nnd those 
who came from Cnloutta the day previous to oolo- 
brnte the birth-day of the Maharaja all wait¬ 
ing to receive and honor His Excellency. The 
Maharaja then taking Sir John by tho hand, show¬ 
ed him liis palnoe nnd othor things worth seeing in 
the housH nnd at about 8. took him to the break- 
last room, where the table had been groaning under 
the dishes prepared by a iiret rate professional 
French cook in his servioe. They all sat down to 
breakfast, and toasts to the health, long life nnd 
safe journey of His Exoellonoy to the land of his 
adoption were proposed by the .Maharaja nnd 
several European Gentlcmon and bottles after bot¬ 
tles of champagne and other luscious wines were 
crooked and drunk to their hearts’ content. After 
ten, we saw His JJxoellenoy nnd the Maharaja 
going in the same oarri-ige with twelve bodyguards 
before and buhiud followed by a lurge number of 
European gentlemen to tho Railway station. 

His Excellency's visit though like a doctor’s 
has created no small sensation in the town. This 
is the first timo we bellevo that any Governor- 
Geuernl of India has been the Maharaja’s 
guest; nnd it is gratifying to observe that the 
Raja left no stone unturned to please him actuated 
no doubt by some motive witiuh it ill beoometh 
as to comment upon now. Mr. Editor, we are 
rather astouished to learn from tho lost number 
of your valuable paper that government have de- 
eliued the honor of A salute to the Mnharnja simply 
on the ground that he is not one of the feudatory 
prinocs. It is undoubtedly true that he is 
neither a priuoo, nor is lie related to any regal 
house of India, but it is uudeuisbly true that the 
family to wliioli he belongs is very high and ancient I 
and whose pedigree is almost equal to royalty. 
Besides tho like of the Raja of Burdwan ns re¬ 
gards fldel'ty, loyalty and attachment to the 
British Government, tho omment services rendered 
t» tho country at a time when it hod passed through 
providontinl viaitptions and princely liberality and 
inunifloenoe to all irrespective of caste or creed, I say 
with regard to all these the like of hint can hardly 
be seeu or heard of in Bengal, But it is to be

regretted that though he bas been trying, through 
thick *ud thin for years, to rsaeive soms insignia 
of honor at the bands of Her Majesty’s Represen¬ 
tative iu India, yet bis etar has beeu so unpro- 
pitious that ho ia not likely to reoeive any after all. 
lu our humble opinion we don’t think Government 
*s justified in withholding some tangible mark 
of honor from ono wno is acknowledged to be the 
best of tho Rojas injiengal.

of the Western Frontier nnd scarcely moro 
civilised than tho Fcojeo islanders. 

What has tnudo Sir Jolm Lawrence most 
unpopular with a oortuiu small but powerful 
section of the nativo community is wo be¬ 
lieve the greatest title to his glory. Ho has 
all along been the best friend of the ryots— 
by whioh wo mean tho great body of the 
people. lie tried nobly to uphold the cause 
of the weak against tho strong, of tho 


tion, tho Zominlars wore moro collectors 
of Revenue remunerated by a commission. 
Lord Cornwallis turned them into feudal 
proprietors. We do not blame Lord Corn¬ 
wallis for this; for the Permanent Seltlo- 
mont has done a great deal of good. Oar 
complaint against Lord Cornwallis is that 
while ho did so much for the Zemindar ho 
did absolutely nothing for the ryot. In 
fact the tendency of all tho earlier regula¬ 
tions of tho British Indian Government 
was to favour the luadhuldor at tho expenso 
of tho tenant. Ono need only compare 
Regulation XVII of 1793 with Regulation 
VII. of 17!)!) to see what formidable engines 
of oppression were placed in the hands of 
tho Zemindars and how tho provisions 
against tho ryots wero increased in severity 
when tho Zemindar held or affected to hold 
that thoy were not stringent enough. How 
grossly these powers wero abused by tho 
Zemindurs the records of every Court in 
Beugal can testify. .Regulation VIII of 
1793 promised to do something for tho 
ryots but for upwards of 65 years tho oli¬ 
garchical spirit which ruled the Executive 
Government and tho Legislature prevented

mruses ngaiust a pampered few; and if his any thing being done. At length in 1850 
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•nn Act wns pnssod which in spito of oil its 
defjcta lias done a great deni of good to the 
peasantry of Bengal and Benares. 

-Wo like Sir .Tolm Lawrence beonuse he 
has nothing of the oligarchical spirit, lie 
tried his best to deji^Kiirly with the pea¬ 
santry of O.udh and Punjab ns Lord Can¬ 
ning had dealt with the peasantry of 
Bengal and Benares. 

There has been n good deni of talk about 
the prop mod education and road cessc3. 
Wo opposed the education Cess nit because 
it wns likely to interfere with the Perma¬ 
nent Settlement (we believe it wns no more 
an interference with the Permanent Settle¬ 
ment than tho lncumo Tax); but beenuso the 
cess was not likely to yield n larger sum 
than the voluntary contributions of tho 
Zemindars for tho support of Aided Schools. 
As to tlm road cos*, all w o^^ Mtr.r.«o > ' say is 
ilint if tho cannot mnko and 

repair roads without such a cess, we do not 
noo why Zemindars should not pay the cess. 
We do not understand the cry that has 
been raised of‘the Permanent Settlement 
being in danger. No interference with the 
Settlement is intended. As tho object of 
Government is chielly the defence of life 
ami property, it is but fair that ho should 
pay most who 1ms tho largest property to 
defend from robbers or rivals. It follows 
hence that the wealthiest of tho land should 
pay the largest amount of tax. While 
poor Mooricex and Jit/itpari* are being har¬ 
assed f jr tho Liceuse Tax, it is absurd to 
contend that tho landholders should con¬ 
tribute nothing in tho shape of direct taxes, 
provided such taxos are proved to he 
necessary for tho improvement of the in¬ 
ternal communications of tho country. We 
re-iternto tho assertion that Sir John 
Lawrence was tho ryot’s friend. lie will 
leave the country with tho curses of a few, 
hut with tho blessings of millions. 

IMA kill AGE AS A CIVIL CONTRACT. 

Tuosk who maintain that marriage us 
a sacrament is more binding on tho consci¬ 
ence than marriage as a mere civil contract 
hnvo very erroneous views of human nature. 
The majority of married couples arc deterred 
from violating their conjugal vmvs—not by 
the consideration that they wero married 
by a priest in the presotno of a Salgrum, 
or by a Mullah in tho pvesonoo of two wit¬ 
nesses, or by a Christian clergyman in a 
Church, but by general motives of religious 
and moral duty, by a wholesomo fear of 
public opinion or by the tnoro abject fi*nr of 
being punished by criminal courts and cast 
in damages in Civil Courts. 

It will perhaps ho said that in Franco 
where purely civil marriages celebrated 
without any religious rites nro recognised, 
there is a good deal of immorality, and Home 
will perhaps jump to tho conclusion that 
this immorality is chiefly caused by recog¬ 
nizing such marriages us valid and regular. 

Wo deny in tho first placo that the French 
people nro so immoral as they are generally 
believed to be, and wo maintain that such 
immorality as they may ho fairly charged 
with is due to other causes than the partial 


prcvalonco of purely civil marriages. Paris 
is no doubt a very corrupt city ; but to take 
tho morality of Paris as a fair samplo of 
the general moral tone of Franco is ns un¬ 
fair ns to tnko Hay market and Regent Street 
morality as a fair sample, of tho general 
morality of Great Britain. Paris holds an 
exceptional position among tho cities of Eu¬ 
rope. It is tho social capital of the West 
and a greater number of young men in easy 
circumstances flock to it for pleasure than 
to nny fither city in tho world. This has a 
very demoralising effect on tho population 
of that gay city. Even in Paris, which a 
Saturday Reviewer sarcastically calls “ the 
paradise of women and tho purgatory of 
husbands,” there is according to Lioutcnnnt 
Colonel Addition (preface to “ Paris Social” 
ISOfi) “a fair proportion of tho most at¬ 
tentive husbands, the most nffectionato wives, 
as well ns children brought up with tho 
most fond care.” When wo say that it is 
a libel on tho French peoplo to apply ^io 
moral standard of Paris to tho whole of 
France, wo merely echo tho opinion of one 
of the most distinguished and impartial of 
modern writers. 

Our second position is that whatever the 
standard of nh«u*tily in Franco may be, 
civil marriages have not tended to lower it 
at all. Beforo the Revolution of 1780, when 
civil marriages wore comparatively rare, 
Froncb society wns more corrupt than it is 
now. Of tho morality of tho women of 
the Regency and of the ago of Louis XV 
Miss Kuvanagh speaks thus :— 

“ They had received from their male re¬ 
latives a shameless example of profligacy 
which they werj not slow to follow. When 
women fall they fall deeper than men be¬ 
cause tho only sense of honour allowed 
them by society departs, if once the. purity 
of their lives is tainted. Tho abandoned 
conduct of ladies of rank throw a groat 
reproach on their order; it created doubts 
on tho legitimacy of tho most noblo families 
nud scandalised the people who lived apart 
in patriarchal austerity.”—lvuvanngh’s Wo¬ 
man Tu France, P.ll. 

It is absurd after this to contend that civil ■ 
marriages hnvo any tendency to lower the 
standard of morality. In tho Protestant 
States of Germany, marriage partakes more 
of tho character of a Civil contract than of 
a sacrament ; in tho Catholic States, the 
case is just the reverse. No body maintains 
that in point of chastity, .Protestant Ger¬ 
many is inferior to Catholic Germany. 
In order to imponoh purely civil mar¬ 
riages successfully, it is necessary to 
provo that peoplo contracting such mar¬ 
riages are move in tho habit of setting at 
nought their vows of conjugal fidelity than 
people married otherwise. Nobody has 
however given any such proof. Tho objec¬ 
tion to tho Native Marriage Bill on tho 
ground that it makes marriago a purely 
civil contract is therefore untenable. 

Human beings, it will bo said, are frail, 
j When they marry, they tako a step which 
is confessedly one of ttio most momentous 
affairs in life; and they require for it not 
only moral and social sanctions but a reli¬ 


gious sanction. This argument is plausible ; 
whether it is perfectly sound wo will not 
discuss now. All that wo have to say is 
that morality is nn essential part of religion, 
and that what is a moral snnetion cannot 
but he a religious sanction. Nor is tho pro¬ 
posed law destitute of a religious sanction 
in the popular acceptation of the phrase. 

It enjoins tho bride-groin and tho bride 
to mnko solemn declarations to the following 
effect:— 

“In tho presence of the Almighty God, I 
A. B. take thoo C. 1) to be my lawful 
wedded wife. 

“In the presence of tho Almighty God, 

I C. I), tako thee A. B. to ho my lawful 
wedded husband.” 

There is nothing in tho Hindu, Mnho- 
nrnlnn or Bruhmo rites more solemn than 
this. Are those declarations of no efficacy 
ii9 a religious sanction P If they nro not 
enough, there is nothing in tho proposed law 
to prevent parties from solemnising their mar¬ 
riages with any religious rites they like beforo 
appearing in tho presenoe of tho Registrar. 
They may regnlo their oars with tho music 
of tomtoms, tho blowing of ocmoH-shell* or 
tho more agreonblo oohboo/us of house¬ 
wives ; or they may have Brahmo hymns, 
and texts from tho Ved4uta and the Brahmo 
tracts chanted beforo them. They may 
smear their bodies with any amount of our 
old cosmotio-*-fche beautifying pulp of tho 
turmeric root, and they may feast people and 
make presents to Bliats and Ghuttuks. 
Mr. Maine has no objection to all theso 
things provided only certain wholesome rules 
are observed.

III. 

PREVENTION OF CRIME IN BENGAL. 

A (iUF.AT portion of tho miseries of the 
European married life is, wo are inclined 
to thiuk, owing to tho fact that tho 
European lady, when eho is first mar¬ 
ried, possesses a fixed will nud character of 
her own. If this character, which cannot, 
in theso days of solf-dopendcnco and indi¬ 
vidual liberty, bo influenced in any material 
degree by circumstances arising out of (ho 
married state, happen to bo at dissonance 
with that of tho husband, tho lifo of tho 
married pair will bo to both u sour^o of 
vexations and heart-burnings which might 
possibly lead to criminality. Tho Hindu 
girl, on tho other hand, nt the time of her 
marriage, is of an age when education com¬ 
mences and when tho- mind, not having 
taken nnv definite direction, is ope.n to all 
sorts of influence. In fact, she is a person 
who can bo made to suit a variety of charac¬ 
ters, and provided tho husband is a prudent 
and educated man, sho will become ouo 
mind with him in all essontiul respects. 
The truth of this remark has been to a 
certain extent verified in our time in Hindu 
families. Tho remnrk which now falls from 
tho lips of every old orthodox Hindu, 
whether male or female, that educated 
Bengalees have become uxorious, cannot bo 
understood in any other sonso than that 
married life is nt present characterized by 
greater harmony and a moro real union of- 
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hearts than our ancestors, with their rather 
coercive system of doinostio government, 
could possibly roalizo with their female 
partners. Wo are quite certain that tho 
system of early marriage which prevails 
amongst us is, generally speaking, a very 
salutary institution which requires only the 
assistance) of an improved oduoation to 
xuako it produce the full complement of 
honefits derivable from it. The legalization j 
of widow-inarriago and the probability of 
its more general prevalence iu the courso 
of nri increasing civilization will, wo 
think, make room for the operation of 
that principle of political economy, ac¬ 
cording to which discretionary marriages 
are sometimes indispousublo us a safeguard 
against tin inordinate increase of popula¬ 
tion nnd consequent impoverishment. In 
connection with what wo have said regard¬ 
ing tho criminal tendencies of the marriage 
system of the Hindus, wo think it proper 
to observe, that bigamy and polygamy are 
institutions which sometimes givo v .V:fth to 
crimes of tho most atrocious character. 
Theso institutions are more calculated than 
we k n „ w of to instil jealousy 
into tho female i„ (ho 

mind of a woman is too well Kimwfrw^* 
a serpent which can poison anything and 
everything. It behoves tho wise men of 
our nation as well as the government under 
which wo live to consider how thoso ob¬ 
noxious institutions might bo best abolished 
without doing violence to existing pre¬ 
judices. 

We will now return in tho joint Hindu 
family. Wo have seen the beneficial ef 
foots of tho joint family system considered 
ns a mode of social life. As a .legal ins¬ 
titution, tho joint family wj are inclined 
to think is the cause of much good ns well 
as of much evil The Hindu law o f iu- 
liorituuco—tho practice which exists in our 
country of dividing tho father’s property 
equally amongst all his sons—is, it is easy 
to conceive, a necessity of tho joint family, 
though "h joint family is not necessary for 
equal inheritance. Now this law of inherit¬ 
ance operates very beneficially on tho 
character nnd conduct of a largo portion 
of tho population of Bengal. Nothing, in 
tho lirst place, tends so much to strengthen 
tho tios of domestic relationship—nothing 
is so efficacious in fostoring a fooling of true 
brotherly love ns tho fact and tho know¬ 
ledge that wo aro all equal objects of cn^o 
and affection to the father who gave us 
birth. Tho discipline of tho joint family 
nnd tho feeling of mutual sympathy nnd 
kindness which that discipline engenders 
‘possess an iuflunnoo which performs tho 
function of the joint family even when that 
family has boon separated into its indivi¬ 
dual components. Brothers who are se¬ 
parated from each other, living in sop.arato 
houses and possessing separate properties 
never think that their separation hns ab- 
solvail them from that duty of assisting 
each other in times of adversity which 
they would huvo taken ns a part of their 
common inheritance iu tho joint family.

A SHORT TRIP UP THE BRA1IMAPUTEB. 

To lint Editor of the Jlengalec. 

Dxar 8 iu,—Tho season of great festivity of the 
Hindus is over. Tho people that reside in other 
plaoes than their home, engaged in the stern work 
of earniug livelihood, and who had gone to see 
their friends nml relatives—are one by oue drop¬ 
ping iu, to begin their hard Annual Course with 
fresh activity. Agreeably to the irresistible force of 
eustoin wo also took our usual trip, and have only 
just returned to our hard lot. 

To oome up the Brahmaputra, is not ns easy, 
os to go down it. In tho latter you are taken down 
»t a Railway speed whereas in the former you have 


to overcome the powerful current of the river. On 
our tsrdy way up, we had ample opportunities of 
hore and there seeing the country bordering the 
river. The district of Mymensing is ft great 
mart of Jute. On either side of the river wherever 
there is a Bunder or Ghat, boats from the different 
parts of Bengal, were seen to orowd for the artiole. 
Large quantities of it piled on the bank of the 
river, looked like silver from a distance. Tho 
sticks when tho fibres had been taken, were plaoed 
ia the form of so many small pyramids whloh 
greatly inorensed the rural beauty of the oountry. 

Large traots of land wore cultivated with a olnss 
of radishes whioh attthis season, are great artioles of 
food In these partfi ohildren especially are very 
fond of them when boiled. 

We were maoh pleased with one instanoe of tho 
indnstry of man. As the river Brhrasputer oora- 
nsenoed to ehrivle down at the approaoh of dry 
season, the people were seen busily engaged in 
sowing paddy on its very bed. The greon of the 
newly sown paddy just olose to water woo a sight 
tgfXir to be forgotten. 

The most interesting poople to bs met on a 
river, are the fishermen; day and night you see 
them. If you want any information about the 
place or your way, they are the men to help you. 
In the day yon see their slender boat passing and 
repassing, sweeping away with their nets. Somo- 
time you see a solitary fisherman perohed on a 
bamboo frame hopefully waiting to have a good 
draught. Even night that brings rest to all, brings 
to them only unoongenial labour. 

Here and there you Bee large ohurs entirely 
covered with reeds bearing snow-white feathers 
at the top. The whole presents a peonliarly pleas¬ 
ing sight. As far as your view extends you see a 
vast sen of white feathers glittering in the soene.

MR. BRIGHT ON INDIA. 

(Standard.) 

The 44 serious and hearty love of truth” is de¬ 
clared by Mr. Bright to be the aeoret of his 
eloquenoe. It is as a sample of his 44 serious and 
hearty love of truth,” we presume, that we are to take 
the speech lately delivered by Mr. Bright at Edin¬ 
burgh. Enumerating tor the hundredth time his 
various claims to the oharaoter of a pure and a 
far-seeing statesman nnd to the gratitude of his 
countrymen, and giviug us one of those oatnlouges 
of his own sueoesses on whioh he is so fond of 
dwelling, Mr. Bright took oooasiou to remind his 
hearers of what he had done for the government 
of India. His resume of the history of that country 
and of the character of its former rulers is possibly 
one of those many things whioh Mr. Bright be¬ 
lieves to bo true, and which become truth in him 
accordingly. He believed, and still believes, that 
the directors of the East India Company were 44 bred 
iu corruption”—that they 44 practised” corruption, 
uod 44 lived upon” it- and that they 44 neglected 
1 everything they ought to have done, except the 
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coUsollng and expending of taxes.” This Govern¬ 
ment, rightly termed 44 the most extraordinary Go¬ 
vernment in the world,” used to be oontrolled 
aooordiog to Mr. Bright, by a minister who allowed 
them to 44 do every evil they liked to do,” and who 
44 added to their evils some greater evil of his own.” 

This is Mr. Bright’s deliberate verdict on the 
history of the East India Company, utterad in no heat 
of controversy, but calmly and soberly before the 
grave peoplo of the enlightened City of Edinburg's. 
Not a single qualification—notone partiole of merit, 
even of oomraon good intention—is attributed by 
Mr. Bright to ths body whioh built up for us the 
great Indian empire; whioh ruled it for a oentury 
and a half with unparalleled snooess and glory, and 
to the great advontage and fame, at least, of the 
British nation. Iu a 44 serious and hearty love of 
truth,” after otreful examination of his subjeot, 
and speaking as one well acquainted with the 
history of India, the member for Birmingham was 
able to inform that assembly of eootolimen—a large 
number of whom must have been tolerably well 
informed also—that the East Iudia Company were 
bred in corruption ; that they lived ia corruption, 
and that they neglected everything whioh they 
ought to have done. Why this, if true, would be 
the greatest marvel whioh even the English middle 
olass have ever achieved. Let us think for a 
moment what Mr. Bright’a astounding theory im- 
piiee. If the East Ifidia directors were oorrupt, 
and lived by corruption, they rouet have employed 
agonts as corrupt and as unscrupulous as themselves. 
This compel* ua to abandon the whole list of Iudian 
governors to unutterable infamy. From Lord 
Cornwallis to Lord Canning they wore all ohosoa 
by the Company, and they must all have been 
monsters of iniquity—slaves of a base nnd profli¬ 
gate system. Suoh names as those of Lord Tuign- 
moulh, Lord Williarti Bentiok, Mountstunrt Klphin- 
stone, and Lord Canning himself—men whom their 
oouutrymen have esteemed to be at least personally 
honourable, and whom the natives of India have 
regarded with an almost idolatrous veneration— 
must henceforth be degraded from the high plnco 
whioh they held in our memories, or elso we must 
believe that Mr. Bright is either the most impudent 
of calumniators, or is grossly ignorant of the sub¬ 
ject which he handles. In 150 years India has 
enjoyed, in her internal administration—as Sootoh- 
men at least ought to know—the servioes of ths 
very flower of the middle class of this oountry. 
That tho result of their labours line been to build 
up a glorious monument to the British name—to 
enlarge the happiness, oomfort, and prosperity of 
the people of India—to widen the borders of ci¬ 
vilisation, is a fsot which no one with any juib 
knowledge of the subjeot oan refuse to admit. 

Tet Mr. Bright, with an astounding recklessness 
of vituperation, has ventured to deny it and at¬ 
tempts to make us believe, and tries to believe 
himself, that all this great work was the result of 
a’eystematio and profound oorruption. How shall' 
we attempt to aooommodate this stupendous passage 
iu Mr. Bright’s speeoh to his own theory of what 
constitutes 44 serious and hearty truth P” Are nil 
men liars, excepting only John Bright P Was there 
no honesty in the world uutil he came intp it P We 
have been told before now that the nristooraoy was 
steeped in oorruption ; we have been informed that 
the whole of our Parliamentary system was born 
out of corruption ; we are now assured that all 
who governed India were oorrupt, and Jived by 
oorruption!

— The Poona Observe? says: " It hu been oqr 
lot more thau onoe, to winof—for IK oomraon 
credit of journalism, over the “ We-iamV^f the 
smaller Anglo-Iudian papers; but one j^uitly 
started iu Luoknow, named the Argus, has, in the 
way of utter vulgarity, gross personality, and 
ludiorona assumption, entirely distaneed any thing 
it haa been our fortune or rather misfortune, to 
road. Wo are really very sorry to have to believo 
that so many Eaglishroeu exist in Oudh, of a class 
who will tolerate suoh a journal; or rather suoli 
journalism.”

— The limes vf India states that on the 22nd 
of April last, the Government of Iadia requested 
Sir Stafford Northoote to obtain the opinions of the 
b8et authorities iu England, on the subjeot of 
keeping watqr sweat whsn stored in reservoirs. The 
questiou was therefore referred to Mr. Edwin Chad- 
wiok, C. D., Mr. Robert ltawlinson, C. B., Dr. 
Letheby, and Dr. Sutherland, Secretary of tho 
Army Sanitary Commission, who have submitted 
«-riieir reports. Dr. Letheby, Professor of Chemistry 
iu the London Hospital, and Medionl Offloer of 
Health for the oity of Loudon, is of opinion that 
tho moans which are nooesaary for seouring a supply 
of sweet and wholesome water in this country are 
1st.—A proper selection and proper treatment of 
the gathering ground; 

2nd.—A bet to* construction and preservation of 
the tanks of storage reservoirs; and 
3rd.—The filtration of the water into a oovered 
servioe reservoir immediately before its dis¬ 
tribution to the publio. 

„ Mr. Rawlluson's oonolusions are:—“That before 
yrorks of water-supply are commenced in India,

the best water shall be chosen. 

11 That story tanks should not have shallow mar¬ 
gins btit that luoh Shoals should be deepened by 
excavation, dr be banked out as may be most prac¬ 
ticable ; a depth not less than 0 feet in the shallow¬ 
est part should be scoured when a tank is full. 

“ That the shores of tanks may be oovered with 
broken Stones, where such protection against wash¬

— The Englishman learns that the Government 
has sanctioned the establishment of a Zillah Sohool 
at Silohar iu lieu of tho present Aided 8ohool, 
and granted the sum of its. 5,000 for tho erection 
of a sohool house.

— The Englishman understands that Sir John 
Lswrenco will leave the Presidency for Eugland oa 
the 10tb Proximo. 

— The Times of India reports that fivo prizes, 
to oonsist of books to the valuo of Its. 101) each 
prise, have been allotted by Sir Stafford Northoote, 
through His Excellency the Right Honourable the 
Governor of Bombay and Chanoellor of the Uni¬ 
versity, for the highest profioienoy in each of the 
faoulties of Arts, Law, Medicine, and Civil Engi¬ 
neering, and to the oandidute who passes the ex¬ 
amination fur Matriculutiou. 


—The Pioneer hears that the Chief Engineer of 
the projeoted Lahore end Peehewur Railway was 
reoently telegraphed to by the Punjab Government, 
to delay his departure from England for a sufficient 
tinu Jo e nable him to arrange for the ironwork of 
all There seemed doubts, however, 

whether the tclegranl would reach before he left. 

— Aooording to the Trayag l)oot “ the Magis¬ 
trate of Allahabad of lata prohibited the inhabi¬ 
tants of Kuttra, Coloneiguoge, Darrahgunge, <fco., 
from playing on any kind of musioal instrument, 
no matter on what ocoasion it might be; any in¬ 
fringement of this rule will be severely dealt with 
by the law. Some oases of the above kind occurring 
during the Doorga Poojsh festival, the parties wero 
aooordingly fiued. Formerly it was the rule to 
' ~iaa ifin g ninnirnf entertainment of any 

kind, but UurVIf tfkrv.-.* *— lUd , ThU u 
a gross intorferenoe with the Hindoo religion; in 
fact, it is a seal on the performance of our righld 
nnd oeremonies, whioh leaves us no alternative but 
to flee from oountry. When musio is played ia 
the ohuroh no obje.otion is raised ; but if a Hindoo 
dares to further his amusements, or aooompaoy hie 
religious performances with musio, the consterna¬ 
tion of the officials is roused.” 

— Lord Mayo, in a farewell addross to the 
electors of Cockerrnouth before leaving for India, 
said“ Splendid as is the post, and diftioult as will 
be my duties, I go forth in full oocffdenoe, and hope 
God will give me suoh strength and wisdom as 
will enable mo to direct the Government of India 
in the interest and for the welfare of millions 
committed to our oare. In tlio performance or tho 
groat task 1 ask no favour; let me be judged ao¬ 
oording to my uotions; but I know that efforts 
honestly mado fur the maintenance of our national 
honour, for the spread of civilisation, and the pre¬ 
servation of peace, will always oommand tho sym¬ 
pathy and support of my oountrymeu.” 

— A well-informed correspondent thus writes to 
the limes of India : —“ There ia positively to be au 
Indian Moniteur, u parely olfloial journal, written 
and conducted by members of Government and 
generally of the Hervioes—»/ the Sooretary of State 
for India will but graoiously consent. There will, 
however, be nothing of the kind during Sir John 
Lawrenoe’s stay iu the oountry, and when demi- 
ollloially written to on the subjeot, the Secretary 
of State may rofuso his assent. Mr. Seton-karr 
was spoken of a» Editor, but he at onoe deolared 
that ho oonsiderod his purely offloial duties required 
his whole time and undivided attention. Should 
the scheme be sanctioned, Sir William Mansfield 
and Sir lliohard Temple are likely to be tho ohief 
contributors.” 

— Tho Poona Observer observes that “ the shoop- 
like habits which many of the Iudian Journals 
have got into, of following, with a blind.rush, any 
direction in whioh the Liberal pross at home may 
load, not uufrequeutly exposes them to the danger 
of making themselves look somewhat ridiculous.

f'o inuoh for the tremendous artillery of a party 
press, tiring, after tho manner of the Spectator, pure 
.assumptions, and very lofty talk, with the most 
innocent of possible malts.” 

— It has beeu ruled by tho High Court that 
under Sections 308 and 309 of Aot VIII of 
1859, a pauper cannot claim exemption from liabi¬ 
lity to pay any further stamp duty or penalty in 
respeot of a document on whioh ho relieB, and 
wrhioh, owing to u defect in the stamp, is inadmis¬ 
sible os ovideuoe in the suit. It duty 

of a Civil Court to reaeive and aubmit to the Board 
of Revenue an application from a pauper plaintiff 
for remission or mitigation of penalty under the 
Stamp law : the pauper should himself make timely 
application under Clause 0 Section Id Aot X ef 
1802. 

— According to a roceut Full Benoh decision a 
man in the absenoe of nearer relatives may bo 
iieir to his mother's brother as regards property 
eubjeot to the Uitaksliara. 

Tuesday, Decrmber 15. 

—The Home News states that the Emperor of 
Russia baa ordered the publication of an ofBoial 
newspaper whioh shall be the sole organ of the 
Ministry. The paper is to be oalled the “ Moni- 
teur of the Government” and will appear at the 
■commencement of the new year'. All official and 
•omi-offioial publications will oease to appear. 

—An imperial ukase has been issued in Russia, 
ordering that, with a view to oomplete the strength 
of tho army and the fleet, a levy should be made 
of four porsous in every 1000 inhabitants through¬ 
out tho empire, the conscription to oommeuce ou the 
15th of January and terminate on the 18th of Fe¬ 
bruary next. 

— It has been deoided by the Hon’ble Justifies 
Kemp and E. Jackson that where property has 
desoonded to the possession of the brothers of a 
deoeosed Hindoo, his widow has a right of sub- 
sisteuoe from them ou ooudition of her residing with 
them as a member of their fumily. 

— In a suit for a kubooleut at an enhanced 
rate of rent dismissed ou the ground that it 
was not for cnhauoement of plaintiffs share of 
the rent, but for a kubooleut at an enhanced rate 
for the rent of a speoifio portion of land, although 
plaintiff's agent iu his examination deposed that 
the suit had roferonoe, not to e speoHio portion of 
land, hut to a oortuia jurama, the above named 
Justioos have held that tho Court below might 
permit plaintiff to amend or explain his plaint, 
or, ii he had asked too inuoh, might give him 
what ho was entitled to under the law. Where | 
a plaint asks for a kubooleut for a given term 
without specifying the date from whioh the term 
is to ooramenoe, it is in the discretion of the Court 
to fix the proper term. 

— It will be sees from the Proclamations pub¬ 
lished below that tne Nawab of Jowrah and the 
Mohnrana of Oodoypore have suspended grain duties 
throughout their States :— 

“ Jowrah- Wth October 1808*— Whereas the 
failure of the monsoou in Marwar and other parts 
of the country, and tho existing restrictions in 
Native States on the free passage of grain are ool- 
oulated to oauno much distress to tho people, it is 
hereby announced that, with a view to give satis¬ 
faction to His Excellency the Governor-General 
ttud Viceroy of ludia, all restrictions on the free 
passage of grain nro romoved, aud all duties are 
remitted withiu tho Jowrah State for a term of 
«Sght months, from November 18G8 to June 1869, 


and that any quantities of grain passing through 
Jowrah or its other distriots, or exported from them, 
will be allowed a free passage, no duties Meg 
levied thereon during the slid period of eight 
months. , 

Oodsypore, 5th November 18WL—Owing to tho 
oontinned drought, there is a great soaroity of grain 
this year in Meywar, and in cohsequoDoe high 
prioes prevail, it is therefore neoeseary and inonm- 
bent to afford assistance to the subjects of the 
State; under those considerations, orders have al¬ 
ready been issued remitting the Customs and Mappa 
Dues on grain throughout Meywar. In addition 
to this meagre, the restrictions on the exportation 
of grain from Meywar have also been removed, 
and orders issued that no restriction whatever 
be put on the grain trado. 

It is now hereby promulgated for general inform¬ 
ation that up to Assar, Sood Poonun, Bflnnt 1925, 
no duty will be levied on grain exported from, or 
imported into Meywar, or on grain from Foreign 
territory passing through Meywar. 

The district offioiala are direoted to roport the 
quantity of surplus grain within their respective 
distriots after allowing for sowing and consumption 
of the people of the distriots. 

All the district authorities are hereby enjoined 
to watoh ovor the interests of the poople under 
their charge, end to assist them by supplying grain 
for food and sowing. „ Those of the cultivators who 
are poor, iudigent, and am$le to pay the Govern¬ 
ment demand, are to be treated with lenwnoy, -a* 
the demand deterred until it o*n be mot, 80 that 
they and their ohildren may esoape the impending 
distress. 

It is further ordered that the district authorities 
are to arrange f#r the eonatruotion of works of 
utility snob as roads, embankments for tanka, well*, 
&o., to employ the strong and able-bodied men in 
order to afford them a maintenance, and to carry

This order has 
beeu considered neoesssry, by an impression having 
become general that officers in aommand of Divisions 
nnd Brigades on siok leave for six months required 
no suoh oertifioate. •#

— It has been held by the High Court that a 
suit does not lis to oompel registration of a 
lease exeouted when thore was no law in foroo by 
whioh registration was neoeseary to give etfeot to 
such lease, and where there has been no express 
covenant to register. 

— The Pioneer reports that an aooident, which 
might have resulted very seriously, happened to 
the up express train wkcu lonving Nynoe for Jub- 
bulpore on the morning of the 7th Instant.

He bad re¬ 
fused to leave the Valley in aooordanoe with the 
rules presoribed, end had proposed remaining at 
Srinagar for tho winter. The Government hne 
despatched two medioai men, Dr*. Burney and 
Inoe, to Srinagur, to investigate the oauaes of Mr. 
Thorp’s death.

the effect that during thelas 
the journal was so unsuccessfully managed 
that a continuance of the Government 
grant to it would be a mere waste of pub- 
lio money if it was not better oonductod 
than it used to be of late. We know what 
the Education Gazette was under Mr. 
O’Brien Smith’s management and we know 
what it boonme in the hands of Baboo 
Peary Churn Sarkar. We challenge any 
oandid man to deny the immenso im¬ 
provement whioh it showed during the last 
two years. It is a rathor significant cir¬ 
cumstance that the Lieutenant Governs.' 
did not notice any falling off in the paper 
till he fell out with the editor about an 
article on the Samnuggar Railway accident 
and the editor resigned his connexion with 
the paper. If the journal did not get on 
well under Baboo Peary Churn’s manage¬ 
ment, why did Mr. Grey pross him to re¬ 
call bis resignation P Mr. Grey is a con¬ 
scientious man, but this is one of many 
instauoes whioh prove wbat the smiles and 
frowns of great men, even of conscientious 
great men, are worth. “ Put not thy trust 
in prinoes" says ttfb Bible, or in Governors 
and Lieuteuant Governors say we. 

We do not exactly know why the new 
editor Baboo QJjoodeb Mookerjeo fought for 
the proprietorship of the journal, whioh 
ho has anoooeded in winning. His motive 
W:ts we believe to secure something like an 
independent position for the journal—a 
position'whioh may enable him to throw 
up the Govornmout grant-whenever a dif¬ 
ference arises betweeu him aud the Gov¬ 
ernment, or whenever the Government ( deals 
with him so shabbily as it dealt with the 
late editor. We know the now editor very 
well and*ve may say that the Government 
of Bengal is sadly mistaken if it thinks 
that he can ever beoorae a raero tool or 
mouth-pieoe of Government any more than 
tho late editor, or that his paper will ever 


be a Monileur. We wish the paper all 
sucoess under its present able management.

METEOROLOGY IN BENGAL. 

The meteorological report for the Lower 
Provinces lately published by the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal, ought hardly to deserve the 
name it bears. Being tho first of its kind 
it is naturally expeoted to bo deficient in 
many particulars. For want of proper in¬ 
struments, observations could not be taken 
in several stations; and in others there are 
several palpable errors in thd registrations, 
either owing to defects in the instruments 
themselves, to want of proper accommodation, 
or to defects in the observation. It is due 
howeHr to Mr. Blandford to mention that, 
unlike Dr. Tonnerre, the well-known health 
offioer of the Metropolis of India, he has 
given in his report an explanation of all 
these defects, aud further he has taken pains 
to test, as far as tho moans available at his 
hands permitted him, the accuracy of the 
figures supplied to him from the interior. 

The chief object of Mr. Blandford and 
the Bengal Government ought now to bo 
to adopt immediate measures for remedying 
efects . It appears however that the 

has not” yet been fully 1 reafiSsuf^Bjf^Ti?/''uw*. 
vernment. Otherwise we oannot explain the 
remissuess exhibited by it in this matter. 
The offico of Meteorological Reporter was 
established on the 1st April 1807, and it 
did not then require any extraordinary 
amount of sagacity to discern that a supply 
of proper instruments for making observa¬ 
tions was tho first tbiog required. Twenty 
months have now elapsed, and yet only a 
very few stations have been furnished with 
these instruments. The next defect—want of 
proper accommodation for conducting obser¬ 
vations—ought now to engngo tho attention 
of the Local Government. On this subject 
Mr. Blandford states that it.is intended to 
provide large tbatebed sheds, open on all 
sides around, and well ventilated above, at 
all stations at whioh Thermometers and 
Hygrometers are registered. It is neces¬ 
sary to bear iu mind that these sheds ought 
to be proof against Cyclones, which are now 
becoming not unfrequent visitors of the land. 
The cause of science requires that accurate 
observations should be made during Cyclones 
at different plaoes; but this would be im¬ 
practicable, if there be any chance of tho 
sheds giving way on suoh occasions. But 
will it be possible to make the Fublio Works 
Department understand the importance of 
the subject under notice P The defects 
most difficult to combat—defects in tho 
observation—have yet to bo removed. In 
oonnexion with this subject Mr. Blandford 
has given very great stress upon one point, 
viz., that the Meteorological Reporter 
ought to have a sight- of the instruments 
to be used iu the Mofussil. This indeed 
is absolutely necessary, as tho results to bo 
useful must bo uniform. Mr. Blandford 
should however bear in mind that this enu 
only be done onoe for all, and that when be 
relinquishes *his present post, his successor 
will havo a similar defect to remedy. The 


best plan we can think of is to require the 
Reporter to pay periodical visits to the 
stations where observations are registered. 
Tho Reporter can avail of this opportunity 
to impart suitable instructions wherever 
required. 

Wc havo as&home to suggest with re- 
forenoe to this last point. Wo think that 
the Sub-Assistant Surgeons in tho Mofus¬ 
sil stations are tho best persons to make 
observation. Wo would recommend Go¬ 
vernment to adopt measures for teaching 
these Sub-Assistant Surgeons how to make 
practical observations on the eve of their 
departure from their alma mater —tho Cal¬ 
cutta Medical College. We believe in the 
North Western Provinces arrangements have 
already been made by whioh students in 
the Agra Medical School can learn how to 
meteorological observations. 

Wfftffe-eorry to see, in tho last plaoe, 
that observations of all tho necessary sta¬ 
tions will not be taken in all tho chief towns 
in tho Mofussil. Tho local Government 
in organising the meteorological Department 
appears to have forgotten that the chief 
use of tho observations of that Department 
ought to bo to supply information to tho 
local Sanitary Commissioners, without which 
'» ii i tgjHfoil to produce tho valuable 
reports on tho pictvuv.w. <,£ diseases foT 
which their appointments have been created. 
Tbo influonco of meteorological phenomena 
upon disease has boon acknowledged by tho 
medical men of note of all countries. Our 
wouder is how such a point has escaped tho 
attention of the local Government. If the 
various sanitary raensuros under contem¬ 
plation (somo of which by the byo are al¬ 
ready in a fair way of being carried into exe¬ 
cution,) ore to be set ou loot so as to pro- 
duco their full effects on the country, it ia 
absolutely necessary to provido the Local 
Governments with able, intelligent, expe¬ 
rienced and hurd-working Medical advisors, 
and these latter should not bo hampered 
with any other work.

THE PROPOSED CENSUS OF 1871. 

The failure of tho late Culcutta Census 
is so very discouraging that wo are not at 
all sanguine as to tho result of the proposed 
Census of the wholo of British India. 
When in the Metropolis of British Indian 
civilization the majority of the peoplo are 
found to entertain a vaguo feeling of terror 
regarding the oensus as being a mere pre¬ 
liminary of some kind of poll-tax, what are 
we to expeot ia the benighted Mofussil where 
tho motives' of our rulers &ro far less clearly 
understood, and where Her Majesty’s Go¬ 
vernment is but too often represented by 
some corrupt and rapacious Policemen P 

A census, however, is a thing of suoh 
immenso importance for the purposes of 
good government that neither pains nor 
mouey should be spared to make it as oorreot 
os possible. We wonder how a civilised go¬ 
vernment oan do without a census. To take 
ono illustration out of n hundred that occur 
to us—How is it possible for Government 
to allot tho neodful amount of Magisteria 
and Police agency to a district unless tho 
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'population of that district is at least ap¬ 
proximately known ? That our Government 
Las not >oven an approximately oorreot 
knowledge of theso matters wo can provo 
by overwhelming nvidenco. J£ thero bo 
any one part of BritisU^fuiia about the 
population of which tnore should be no 
doubt, it is the city of Calcutta. According 
to the census taken by the Justices, the popu¬ 
lation of the city is 400,000 in round numbors. 
A later Government publication extracted 
in tho "Annuls of Indian Administration” 
(18G8, part I., Vol. XII P. 20) learns from 
certain mysterious sources that it is a mil¬ 
lion and not 400,000. ‘Which nro we to 
bolievo—the Justices’ Census or tho Govern¬ 
ment record? Neither. In the Hofussil 
mutters are if possible still worse. It is 
not too much to say that tho population 
returns of tho several districts of^b^-gal 
tire primarily based ou tho **finp-hn/.ard 
guesses of a set of lnzy and unscrupulous 
village Chowhoedars. The Magistrates and 
l’olioo Superintendents having no bettor 
ngeucy at their command are obliged to ac¬ 
cept those returns ns correct, or nearly cor¬ 
net, though we doubt whether there are ten 
officers in tho service who believe thorn at 
all. 

In tho North-Western Provinces whore 
the village accountants form an excellent 
stntistionl agency and the villages are com¬ 
pact, tho state of things is much better than 
,iu Bengal Proper, and the census of 18(55 
may be rolied on ns an approximately 
correct one; though we should hesitate to 
bclievo that the North-West Provinces are 
more thickly poopled than any pnrt of Eu¬ 
rope with the exception of Belgium.* 

Wo are glad to fiud that our Lieutenant 
Govornor is bent on taking such steps ns 
are likely to ensure at least partiul success. 
Tho idea of disabusing the minds of the 
people of any wrong impressions that they 
may conooive as to tho objects of tho oensus 
is a good one and should bo steadily and 
oarefully carried out. Wo are surprised to 
learn that there aro some Commissioners 
xvh-) do not like this idea. All that wo 
cau say is that their knowledge of the 
people is hardly creditable to them. 

Tho vernacular Press has now a great 
duty to do. .No pains should be spared to 
spread corrcot impressions as to tho objects 
of n census. 

The Educational Officers—Inspectors, De¬ 
puty Inspectors, Teachers and Pandits of 
fcichools—should heartily cu-operato with 
Government in this matter. 

The cordial co-operation of enlightoned 
Zmiindard like the ilnjnhs of Bhookoylas 
and Buboos Joy Kissen Mookeijea, Degum -

IRRIGATION IN INDIA. 

A deputation from tho Council of the 
East India Association waited upon L>rd 
Mayo on the 4th Ultimo for the purposo of 
presenting tt; his Lordship the following 
memorial:— 

To the ItroriT IIox. tiie Eaei of Mayo, 

&e. • &o. &c. 

“ Wo, the Couuoil of tho East India Association, 
take the liborly of soliciting your oonjMeratiou 
to a subjeot wliioh we beliuve to be, at the present 
moment, tho most important whioh oau oooupy the 
attention of tho rulers of India. 

The quostion to whioh wo refer is the question 
of Artitioial Irrigation in India. 

We need not, we fuel assured, unnecessarily 
oooupy your time by dilating on the benefits to be 
derived from the soientiflc adaptation of water-powor 
to the wants of Iudia. or the responsibility whioh 
resU upon the Government to undertake nnd carry 
out works which are so intimately connected with 
tho matorial prosperity of millions. 

Aftor years of controversy and disoussion, tho 
cmolusion in whioh all parties now appear to have 
agreed, is, that irrigation is the great desideratum 
by which alone we oan seoure to the agricultural 
masses a certainty of subsistence, and save them 
from a recurrence of those appalling famines whioh 
periodically devastate the oountry. 

That t}ie importance of this subjeot has been 
fully recognised, and the responsibility of the 
Government unreservedly admitted, is appnrent 
from the Minute reoorded by Colonel It. Straohey, 
i Secretary to the Government of India in 1845. 

We reoognize in that able dooumant an earnest 
of future effootive notion, and looking to its com¬ 
prehensive scope and elaborate scheme of manage¬ 
ment, we can add nothing here to its proposals. 

Tin* feasibility of raising tho requisite funds, as 
estimated by Colonol Straohey, admits of little 
doubt—the eventual productiveness of the proposed 
work, evun in a financial point of view, uppears to 
be rational and well founded. 

The blessings whioh suoh a soliomo, when duly 
oarried out, will confer upon the country, is a mat* 
tor whioh no ono will venture to dispnte. 

But, my Loql, without wishing to oast any re¬ 
proach upon the authorities we oannot refrain from 
hero submitting to you that the vory fact of suoh 
a oorapleto and comprehensive scheme having been 
drawn out by so able an olHoer as Colonel Straohey, 
and nooepted (as we understand) in its integrity "by 
the Government, this very faot enhances the dis¬ 
appointment whioh all those experience who are 
interested in tho welfare of the Indian people, when 
they see—what we fear is the oase—that in the 
interval of more than three years wliioli has elapsed 
sinoo that hopeful Minute was recorded, eo little 
has'been done. 

Irrigation is now admitted to bo a means of na¬ 
tional prosperity and a remedy against national 
famine. 

V iewod in this light, we submit that the unne- 
- ooassry delay, oveu of a day, is altogether inexoas- 
able. 

Years have already been wasted in disoussion, 

; «r.d volumes of controversy hare been placed on 
record. 

On questions of detail, there are, and will be 
for some time to oome, differences of opinion, but 
| none of these differences, we submit,* are suoh as 
to provent immediate aud'effcotual aotion. 

We do not here wish to offer any suggestions on 
minor questions, riz. as to the best *way of raising 
the requisite funds,—whether tho agency of Govern¬ 
ment or lliat of private oompauios will be the must 


desirable, or any suoh collateral points. All wo 
wish to do, on the present ooosaion, is emphatioally 
to pluos on reoord oar oonviotion that tho adop¬ 
tion of a largo system of general Irrigation io tbs 
most important duty whioh now rests upon the 
authorities, and earnestly to pray your Lordship 
to take, as early ns may be practicable, decided 
and vigorous aotion in this important matter. 

We venture to submit this prayor in the interest! 
of tho millions whose comfort and subsistence de¬ 
pends upon the effootive exeoution of the work, and 
we feel assured that your Lordship will, on your 
arrival in Iud ; a, sanation suoh measures as will 
ensure quo promptitude of uotion, and effectually 
provent the loss of further valuable timo in pro¬ 
fitless discussions and vexatious delay.

the improvement of the laud in England, and, he be¬ 
lieved, if the same principles, as had guided (he 
proceedings here, were applied in India, the work 
would be easy. His Lordship then commented 
on the enormous mass of oorruspoudonoo which had 
passed, and expressed his firm determination to 
substitute for the future, as fur us lay in his powor, 
action for writing. lie then tuuohed upon the 
desirability of hnviug separate iooul organizations 
for different districts, so as to utilize tin inuoli ns 
possible looal experience, expressed his opinion 
that the East Indian Association wus discharging 
an important duty ia bringing forward suoh 
matters before tho authorities and tho public, and 
that nothing would, in his opinion, so much streng¬ 
then tho hands of the Government in its endeavours 
to carry out all such ineasuers as free, unreserved 
and public discussion. The deputation then re¬ 
tired. 

IV. 

PREVENTION OF CRIME IN 
BENGAL. 

Wb can well conoeive to ourselves that 
the English law of inheritance, decreeing 
as it does all tho father’s property to his 
eldest living son, who is perhaps only, one 
of a dozen brothers, is not well fitted to 
produoe in the mind every Englishman 
any very strong feeling of regard ft# tho 
family in whioh he was born; and the. cir¬ 
cumstance of every Englishman who,, does 
uot happen to be the oldest son of his father 
being left entirely to the resources of hia 
own mind and body for making the barest 

livelihood for himself causes him to pass 
bis life under a sense of solf-depoudanoe mid 
personal oomploteness which might well 
eradicate from tho mind all feeling of family 
pride nnd all regard for its ohnracter nnd 
reputation. Tho great historian Latnartiuc, 
in describing the bill in favour of primo¬ 
geniture, introduced into tho Fronqh Cham¬ 
ber of Deputies, by the Government of 
M. de Villele in 1626, thus speaks of that 
mode of inheritance:—" Equality amongst 
children wus a principle of fraternity as 
well as of justice. To bestow on parents 
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the right of proportionally disinheriting the 
one claw, exclusively to enrich the other, 
was to impair at its source the paternal ns 
well as the filial sentiment. Too much 
favour on ono Bido and too little on the 
other, appoars to bo an injustice or an 
injury. Under the pretext of morality the 
government sapped the most infallible of 
morals—the moral of the heart in its most 
sacred sanctuary, the domestic hearth.” 
Such an institution oun produoe but littlo 
good. That individual segragation which, ns 
wo have described above, is oue of tho con¬ 
sequences of the law of primogeniture is 
no doubt calculated to oall forth the greatest 
amount of individual activity and energy, 
but as it is well known that individual ac¬ 
tivity, based only upon tho natural resources 
of the mind and body, is not always suc¬ 
cessful on the stago of tho world, wo can¬ 
not be too sura that the individual activity 
favoured by tho law of primogeniture is in 
very many cases productive of absolute 
wretchedness and indigence. And as tho 
.Englishman leads what might bo called a 
citizen-lift, entirely devoid of all family 
rominiaaenoM (taking the word in the 
Ilindoo sense), and removed from the 
gaze of all whose very presence is felt 
ns a high moral influence, it is only pos¬ 
sible that tho wretchedness and pauperism 
to which an invidious social and legal 
institution has reduced him should find few 
or no obstacles whatever in loading him to 
follow a career of viciousness and criminality. 
An Englishman who has committed a crime 
and suffered the penalty attached to it by 
the. law of bis country, can avoid the social 
disgrace which invariably falls to tho lot 
of a convict by leaving his country and 
taking up his residence in a foreign land. 
And this latter consideration, we arc in¬ 
clined to think, serves a good deni to in¬ 
crease the criminal proclivities of that 
wretchedness and pauperism which so often 
results from tho operation of the luw of 
primogeniture. Wo have lutely had nu 
illustration of this fact in the Vagrant Aot 
tho reasons for which were explained by 
Mr. Maine and which could bo necessitated 
only by oricumstances called into existence 
by sorao of the most important institutions 
of England.

LUCKNOW. 

' f our correspondent Dcldvl.J 

Tho rival powers of the YourtU Slate in 
Lucknow are at present bent on bluck- 
gunrding each other iu right glorious style. 
The real issue however lies, not between the 
Argun and tho Lucknow Times, but between 
Mr. E. P. Moore and Moon-hi Ituin Pcr- 
shad. 1 have every reasou to believe that 
tho controversy is looked upon with uuy 
thing but oomplacenoy by the sublirao “ Au¬ 
thorities” of Lucknow, and I can clearly 
foresee that unless Mr. Moore is prepared 
to “stand lire” and battle with a bravo 
breast against all the influence, legitimate 
and illegitimate, which may be, nay, which 
will bo brought to bear against him, tho 
denouement of this affair will nut, nt any rate, 
ho one of the most forluuato things in Mr. 
Moore’s, life. These matters require n liltlo 
explanation and as they nro ut present quite 
a “sensation” iu tho “City <ff Roses” and 
us moreover tho enigmatical productions of 
your Lucknow contemporaries cannot bo 
read and understood out of (ho locality 
without (l.o aid of ample Letter-Press, it 
behoves me as a loenl correspondent to afford 
you this explanation. 

Well then, some months ago on n find 
sunshiny morning when not a single cloud 
relieved the dazzling lustre of tho blue 
vault just touched into gold by the rising 
orb, isn’t that tho way a Captain Balder¬ 
dash or a miss Soft-Heart would begin a story 
meant for precocious lasses to weep over, 
well tlien as I suid ono lino morning while 
the Lucknow Times was yet under tho Edi¬ 
torship ot Mr. E. P. Moore, thero appeured 
in its columns a tremendous article on tho 
llossuinubiid Trust which struck like it 
bomb sbell among the managers of that 
magnificent endowment. Proceedings wero 
immediately threatened, but tho libel cuso 
which promised to rolievo the dull mouotouy 
of Lucknow at that time, was for sotno 
reason or other dropped. Moonshi ltnui 
Porshad hud perhaps tho sagacity to sco 
that the legal proceedings might neecssitato 
unpleasant disclosures, and so adopted tho 
wiser course of buying up an important si.aro 
in the proprietorship of the paper and effec¬ 
tually gugging its mouth for tho fu'uio. 
Tho'first measure of this alliance was tho 
summary dismissal of Mr. Moor*- from tho 
Editorial Chair. Since then Mr. E. P. 
Mooro had borne him n grudgo and had 
been intent on some menus of starting nu- 
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other journal in Lucknow in which he might 
attack the Ilossainnbad Trust with impunity. 
Howy Mr. Moore 1ms succeeded is evident 
from th& articles on the Trust that are 
appearing seriatim in the columns of the 
Argos. Whether his mpWes iu exposing 
the wrong whioh hnlbeeu porpetratod in 
transferring the management of the affair 
to the present Trustees, aro purely of a 
public naturo as he assures the publio they 
are, or private interest is at the bottom of 
his righteous wrath ns his enemies allege, 

'I have no moans of discovering. This much 
however is certaiu that native public opi- 
*»iuu is strougly in favor of the former Trus¬ 
tees wlu, it is said, huvo been wrongfully 
i.oufetott from the incumbency and iu direct 
tcontravention of the provisions of the Will 
■ of King Mohamad Alii Shah the donor. If 
I am not mistaken, a young Mohomedan 
Pleader of the Agra High Court' came here 
some time ago with the express purpose 
of taking up the oase of tho old Trustees 
t<> begin his practice with, but his inten- 
tious having beoome known in offioia'l oircles, 
ho was either refused admission in the Bar 
of Lucknow or affectionately advised to quit 
“the profession and accept a place in the Oudh 
Commission. But enough of this. 

And now for news. Your 'Roy Bareilly 
correspondent ought to have informed you 
that the Chief Commissioner and the Finan¬ 
cial Commissioner are at -present in their 
circuit of inspection. These periodical travels 
of our officials do not interest - mo beoatise I 
do not see that any good comes of them. 
•A certain number of subordinate officers 
get praised when they deserve none, while 
many deserving offiosrs receive none, at all. 
Mr. Davies is an impartial and wideawake 
man, but the atmosphere of Oudh is so in¬ 
fectious that even be perhaps oannot escape 
its iuflueuoe. 

Apropos of official tours, what an immense 
opportunity ttys presents to the Chuprasees 
and Khitmutgnrs of tho officials, for feather¬ 
ing their nests. It ib their season now. Some 
of these myrmidons it is said borrow money 
on tho expectations of their winter crop 
of Rupees from the Mofussil. The Jamadar 
or Head ordorly of a certain office in Luck¬ 
now, is I hear w irth 50,000 Rupees. It 
would really be curious to collect statistics 
of all the presents made to tho menial 
sorvants of European und native officials 
by Tuluokdars, Zemindars ane others. I 
am sure it will be found that the amount of 
nnnoy paid by each of them to these men 
is more, muoh more than what they pay 
in loc<»l taxes to tho Government. This 
may startle you but it is a fact. It will 
bo long before Europeans come to see the 
wisdom of putting a stop to the levying of 
this black mail. 

I have lately had an opportunity of see¬ 
ing a most singular specimen of humanity ' 
in n miniature. This is a woman of about 
thirty-five or forty, measuring about two 
feet and o half! Compared to her the puny 
peon whom soino Lucknow firm lias cun¬ 
ningly employed to collect its outstandings, 
is n lirobdigungian. With her, safely lodged 
*n a convenient shed or show house, nn ad¬ 


venturous Londoner might make a oloan 
fortune in the oourae of one season. 

The Financial Commissioner has pub¬ 
lished a volume of selected decisions of his 
own and has ruled that none but these 
decisions shall bo used as precedents in 
future pleadings.

After he 
had done, Mr. K. M. Bancijee examined one or 
two olasses in geography. The questionings being 
over, the lead Master oalled out the names of 
those that hod done well in the private examination, 
and the prizes were distributed aooordingly. The 
President then got up and addressed the assembled 
pupils j first he explained in plain language the 
two-fold object of the Burdwan Mission 86hool, 
namely to prepare young men for future useful¬ 
ness iu life and to give them the opportunity of 
knowing what Christianity is. He then quoted 
the well-known couplets of Pope and warned them 
against the danger of being proud of little know¬ 
ledge and also alluded to the uutlriug putienoe, 
perseveranoe and humility of that great man—Sir 
Iiaao Newton, and exhorted them to imitate him 
in the pursuit of knowledge. The Meeting broke 
up after the nsual dapping of hands.

Now, Mr. Editor, I may 
invite you and the gay and pleasure hunting por¬ 
tion of your readers to oome to Burdwan and see 
the Tamoaa that is going on now r a-daya ; and 
I oan assure them that they will be amply reptid.for 
all the labor and expense that they will hove to 
undergo in coming up to the place.

THE NEW VICEROY OF INDIA. 

( Overland Mail.) 

The Right Hon’ble Richard Southwell Boarke, 
sixth Earl of Mayo, in the peerage of Ireland, who 
hae been gazetted oe Vioeroy and Oovernor-Otneral 
of India, in auooeseion to the Right Hon’ble 8ir 
John Lawrenoe, Bart., o. o. n., o. M. a. i., is the 
eldest son of the fifth Earl of Mayo, by Anue Char¬ 
lotte, only daughter of the Hon’ble John Joeelyn of 
Fair Hill, oo. Louth, the third son of the first 
Earl of Roden. His grandfather was the Hon’ble 
and Right Rev. Kiohard Bourko, Lord Bishop of 
Waterford and Lismore, who married Frauoes, 
seoond daughter of the Most ltov. Robert Fowler, 
Lord ArohbUbop of Dublin ; and his great- grand¬ 
father, the third Eatl of Mayo, (who died in 1791, 
after enjoying the Earldom only two years), was for 
a long period Lord Arohbiahop of Tuam, so that 
the present K.irl is trebly oonneoted with former 
dignitaries of the Irish Churoh. The new Governor- 
General first saw the light at Dublin, on February 
21 , 1822, and is therefore in hh» forty-sovonth year. 
He was eduoated at Trinity College, where he gra¬ 
duated M. A., and latterly received from the Uni¬ 
versity of Dublin the honorary degree of L L. D. 
By a singular ooincidenoe Lord Mayo (then Mr. 
Bourke) began his offioial career as a gentleman of 
the bedohamber to Lord Heytesbury, who was Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland from July, 1844, to July, 
1846, and who, as has boen so repeatedly mentioned 
of late, was in 1835 appointed Goveruor-Goneral of 
India by Sir Robert Peel, but was superseded by 
Lord Auckland on the ohange of Ministry. In 
1847 Mr. Boarke first entered Parliament, being 
elected M. P. for Kildare -on avowed Proteotiooiat 
principles, and sat for that oounty till March. 
1852, when he vacated his seat on being appointed 
Chief Seoretary for Ireland on the formation of Lord 
Derby’e first Administration; but he did not prooeed 
to a new eleotion at Kildare, where a rival oandidate 
appeared in the jierson of Mr. Cogan, an unoontested 
■eat being found for him at Coleraine by the retire¬ 
ment of Mr. John Boyd. He wbb again returned 
for Coleraine at the general eleotion of Jnly, 1832. 
and continued in offioe as Chief Seoretary for Irelaud 
till Deoember of that year, whioh witnessed tho 
beginning and end of the shortlived Derby Admi¬ 
nistration. On aooepting office he was sworn a 
member of the Privy Coanoil, being then known as 
Lord Naas, his father having succeeded to the 
Earldom of Mayo, by the demise of his unole, in 
May, 1849, when his son assumed one of the junior 
titles appertaining to that earldom. L<ml Naas 
represented Coleraine till March, 1837, when he was 
returned for the English borough of Cookermouth,' 
for whioh he sat uninterruptedly till the present 
time, hie seat in the House of Commons* being 
unaffected by his suooession to peersge iq 1867, th* 
Irish Earldom of Mayo not conferring a right to 
sit in the Upper House, though his father was a 
representative peer for Ireland from June, 1852, 
till the date of bis death. Lord Naas was again 
Chief Seoretary for Ireland in Lord Derby’s eeoond 
Ministry, from February, 1858, to June 1859, and 
wee reappointed to the eame offioe iu June, 1866, 
when he wae honoured with a Beat io Lord Derby’s 
Cabinet whioh he had not oooupied iu his Lordship’s 
previous Administrations. During Lord Mayo's 
tenure of the Irish Offioe, the hietory of Ireland has 
■ been chequered by the rise and collapse of tho 
Fenian oon«piracy, und to him, oe Chief Secretary, 
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mostiottaeb abortion of til* oridlt for having made 
a soocsMful'Btaad against th* dcilgnaof that abor¬ 
tive combination. Lord Mayo worried, on the a lit 
Getobsr, 1818, Blanche Julia, thinl daughter of 
Colonel George Wyndhara, of Petworth House, Sus¬ 
sex (who was created Lord Leooofield in 18511). and 
hy her bae had a numerous family. Of Lord 
Mayo’• brothers it may be mentioned that the Hod. 
Itobert Bourke, a barrister of the Middle Temple, 
and author of a work entitled “ Parliamentary 
Preoedente," married, in 1803, the Lady 8 usun 
Ueorgiana ltameey, elder daughter of the late Mar- 
quit of Dalhoueie, Jt. T., the diitinguiehed Governor- 
Gsoeral of India. Another brother, the Hon. and 
Rev. George Wingfield Bouike, is a eon-in-law of 
the late Dr. Longley, Arohbiihop of Canterbury, in 
whoie family he was doraestio chaplain. Besides 
the earldom, the other titloi attaohed to thii peerago 
are Visoount Mayo Of Monyorower, and Baron Naan 
of Naai, oo. Kildaro. The new Vioeroy hae just 
been oreated an oztra Knight of the Order of St. 
Patriok, and will, of oourse, by virtue of hie offioe, 
ho Grand Master of the Order of the Star of India.

— The Indian Daily New» has reoeived a tele¬ 
gram from Bombay, announcing the arrival of 
Earl Mayo, nt 0-24 of the 19th instant. 

— The following oxtrnot from a letter written by 
the Duke of Argyll to a friend in England is.taken 
from the Timet of India “ As regards the past 
I adhere to my defenoe of tho annexation of Oudh. 
It was the act of the Imperial Cabinet, and Lord 
Dulhousie hod no exolusive and indeed no special 
responsibility, more than the many Governors- 
General who had threatened it for many years ; I 
nover gave a politionl vote of whioh I was more 
sot idled, or whioh I look hick upon with more 
complete satisfaction. The future is a very differ¬ 
ent thing. \V« have now annexed all that Imperial 
policy required us to annex, and I should be re- 
juio'-cl to Hro nil the remaining Native SttttPB govern¬ 
ing well, aud not even requiring that interference 
whioh even you approve of in extreme cases, but 
which is quite as incompatible with the dootrinos 
„f international law as annexation itself. I en¬ 
tirely approve of the experiment made in the SJy- 
Huro case, which however had many peculiarities 
which separated it from any other.” 

_Tho troubles of ex-Oovornor Eyre would seem 

♦o lx> not even yet. nt an end, as Wo learn from 
Reuter's Indian Express, the oaso of Phillip r». 
Eyre, in which £10,001 damages are oluimed, lately 
oame bwfqre the Court of Common Pleas on cross 
demurrers. Tho declaration stated that tho de¬ 
fendant did, ou tho 20th October, ISO.*, assault, 
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boat, and imprison the plaintiff, at his own honae 
iu the Parish of Fere in the oountry of Middlesex, 
in the island of Jamaioa, within Her Majesty's do¬ 
minions. There was a further charge of assault 
end false imprisonment; that on the 23th of Oc¬ 
tober, the defendant caused the plaiutiff, hsndoaffed 
and bound, to be taken a distanoo of thirty miles 
to the Court House in Spanish Town ; that he was 
afterwards so oonveyed a further distanoe of twenty 
miles to Up Paik Camp, in the Parish of St. 
Andrew; and that he was placed on board the 
Wolverine and’oonveyed in shaokles to Morant Bny ; 
that on the 4th November, at Morant Bay, the de¬ 
fendant did farther assault, beat and imprison the 
plaintiff, and oaused him to be bound with ropes, 
and whilst so bound, to be ornelly flogged, beaten, 
wounded, aud tortured, by whioh he suffered griev¬ 
ously iu body and mind, and bconmo siok and dis¬ 
abled, and remained so for a long tirno. The plain¬ 
tiff claims £l'),000 damages. Mr. Eyre pleaded 
first, the aot of'indemnity passed by the Jamaioa 
House of Assembly after tho rebellion^liad been 
arrested, with refereaoe to all nots done by him or 
by his direotion in the distriots not proclaimed, 
as well as those that were proclaimed to be under 
martial law. He further pleaded that the mea¬ 
sures used in the suppression of the said rebellion 
were reasonable and in good faith, considered by 
him to be proper, for the purpose of pntting an 
end to the said rebellion, and were matters and 
things bona file done in order to pnt an end to 
tho said rebellion, and were inoluded in the in¬ 
demnity given by the said aot. After the oase 
had been argned nt great length on both sides, the 
Court intimated that it would take time to consider 
its judgment. 

— Anoording to the LueJcnotr Times it. is on the 
tapis that the territorial limits of Oude are to 
he extended, and that it is to be oonverted Into a 
Lieutenant-Governorship by detnohing from the 
North-West. Provinoes some of the distriots on its 
boundary. Tf this report prove onrre<0 Mr. Davies 
will bo our first Lieutenant-Governor, and the 
map which now shows the territorial portions of 
the North-West ns distinctive from those of Onde 
will neoesanrily be re-onst, and this Provinoe will 
then figure as the gorgeous Soobah of Oudh, 
the wealth and grandeur of whioh. was in every 
mouth and on the tip of every tongue, when Kings 
Rnglioo and Dusruth reigned successively in days 
of yore. Mr. Davies, our Chief Commissioner, 
and Maharajah Sir Mann Singh, x. c. s. I., will 
prooeed to Caloutta with the view of acting in 
conjunction to settle this, as well ns some Tnlonk- 
dnree questions. It is likewise reported that five 
Extra Civil Judgeships nre to be improvised, and 
that only native gentlemen who hnve reoeived an 
English education and diplomas certifying their 
legal qualifications will be nominated to those 
posts. We also hear that oertain native gentlemen 
are to be appointed Honorary Magistrates.

— The A thentcum remarks that the past summer 
will long be remembered among meteorologists as 
ono of extraordinary contrasts. While England 
and the greater part of the Continent of Europe 
were soorched to the colour of bro#n paper and 
suffering from drought, India was delnged with 
rain. In Bengal 78 inohee of raiu fell in nine 
months, being II inches more than the annual 
average. In the corresponding period of 1867 the 
fall was 63 inches. Other parts of India suffered. 
In Guzerat, Ahmednbad, and Surat, thousands 
of houses were washed uway, nnd rice crops rotted 
one after anothor. No wonder that the different 
parties who observed, or tried to observe, the eclipse 
complain of bad woathar and iraperfeot observa¬ 
tions. And in southern Europe the rainfall was 
expensive. Parts of Italy ware so drenched that 
prayers for fair weather were offered in the ohur- 
ches; and, by recent accounts, our oonteraporary 
lonrns that Parma has been partially destroyed by 
floods. Railways are hroken by great gaps ; and so 
rainy is it at Como that the Empress of Russia and 
other visitors to the shores of the famous lake find 
more agreonble quarters in Milan. This, again, is 
in striking contrast with the delightful “ Indian 
summer" weather whioh now prevails in England.

as nonsense. When those lines were made, to con¬ 
vince a person had the etymological sense ; it meant 
to reduoe him to silenoe in argument, not to satisfy 
his mind. Pnssnges from St. Paul are, “Whioh 
of you oonvinoeth me of sin ?" “ And are con¬ 
vinced of the law as transgressors." The 8tar 
Chamber fined a man heavily beoauee he would not 
rotraot when he was convinced; even that tribunal 
did not undertake to deoida the state of a culprit's 
mind ; it meant that he was silenced in argument. 
The phrases of logic undergo all kinds of changes. 

“ I assure you” now means ‘*1 positively affirm," 
not, as formerly, “I muko you sure.” A ruau 
ought to s»y “ Let me assure you." 

— Our Loudon' oontemporary records the death 
of another eminent Dutohman. While sitting iu 
hie reading-olub on the 21st Ootober last, Mr. 
Martinas.des Amorie van der Hoeven, Professor of 
law at the Athenmum, Amsterdam, was suddenly 
seised by hemoptysis, and died a few moments 
afterwards. He was born et Rotterdam in 1824, 
and was a man of extraordinary learning. Hard¬ 
ly anything written exists by his hand. He took 
uo #otes. AU he wanted to remembeo was looked 
up in his prodigious memory. He read books aa 
fHst as he oonld, and the number of volumes 
swallowed during his lifetime must be something 
tremendous.

It appoars to have been suffi¬ 
cient to know that auriferous depoaits existed, but 
nobody had auffloient energy, or ouriosity, to traoe 
them to their source; although specimens found 
in the locality above alluded to were exhibited at 
Lahore on the oooasiou of the Punjab Exhibition 
three or four years ago.

My hon’ble ooBeague has 
enter* so folly into the reaeona and exhausted the 
arguments in support of ths vlsw which he ‘hen 
taken, that It ia nnnsoo—ijrlw me to do more than.

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EMPLOYMENT OP NATIVES IN OF¬ 
FICES OF TRUST. 

Tub paper of Major Evans Bell on “ tho 
claims of the natives of India to a sharo 
in the Exocutive Government of thoir coun¬ 
try” read at the East India Association, 
and tho rather warm discussion whioh it 
led to, deserve a close attention. They 
disolose facts, whioh most have startled the 
British public, anxious to do justioe to In¬ 
dia ; and yet those faots have been derived, 
not from private souroes, the aocuraoy of 
which might be questioned, but from offioial 
reoords. More than twelve years ago, Colo 
nel Low had the courage to point out that 
the one great tendonoy of the British rule 
in India was to create highly paid appoint 
ments for Europeans, to the detriment of 
the olass of Natives who fitted themselves for 
Government service. Major Evans Boll 
points out tho existence of tho same tenden¬ 
cy at the present time, and^attributes it 
to the fact “ that the English authorities, 
high and low, perform tho duties under the 
control and supervision of no effective pub- 
lio opinion.” To the same oaase, he traoes 
the unequal treatment of Europeans and 
Natives, whether aB respeots thoir appoint¬ 
ments in the servioe, their promotion, or the 
settlement of their differences with the heads 
of their Departments. He further illustrates 
he last point by a reference to two very char¬ 
acteristic instances, in one of whioh unfor- 
unatily Sir Bartle Frere had to play an 
important-part. The remedy proposed by 


Major Evans Bell U the-*Appointment of 
deserving natives to Mats in the Executive 
Councils of tho local Governments. 

The mention of the two instanoes was 
any thing but^jfceeable to a portion of 
the audience. Sir Henry Ricketts, who 
was. for some time a member of the .Su- 
pre$ae Council of India, construed one of 
these instances into a severe attack upon 
Sir Bartle Frere, and, unwilling as he is 
to see the public proceedings of his brother 
officers commented upon in public meetings 
he moved that the paper be not printed. 
Fortunately however for the natives of In¬ 
dia, the motion of Sir Henry Ricketts was 
not oarried out. But there appears to ex¬ 
ist a great misunderstanding as to the pro¬ 
priety of introducing individual oases of griev¬ 
ances in a paper discussing general principles. 
Iu reference to this point the Association 
ought to remember that the papers read at its 
meetings are intended for the British publia 
whose knowledge of Indian affairs must 
neoessarily be very limited, and unless ques¬ 
tions of a general nature are illustrated by 
appropriate particular instances—especially 
when such questions involve the redressing 
of grievances—it will be next to impossible

they serve to illustrate tho manner iu which 

general principles are applied to particular 

cases, are as much important to a political 

association, as tho minutes treating of the 

general principles, care being taken that no 

faots or figures are brought forward, which 

cannot be borne out by official reoords. 

Amongst all tho members present the 
paper of Major Evans Bell seems to have 
been most offensive to Mr. Chisholm Ans- 
toy of Bombay notoriety, who oould not 
quite preserve his temper in making com¬ 
ments upon the paper, but who, iu re¬ 
ference to the unequal treatment of indi¬ 
viduals by high officials, confessed that it 
“ has characterized tho history of our In¬ 
dian Administration throughout tho last 
century, more or less,” that “it has 
also oharaotorized our colonial administra¬ 
tion in every part of the globe,” and that 
“ our imperial administration is not in that 
respeot free from reproach.” Here is a 
confossion most damning to tho British 
Government—a confession which is unfor¬ 
tunately borne out by tho history of tho 
British nation. The only effectual remedy 
far this evil, is education—the creation 
of au oulighteuod publio opinion, before 
whoso tribunal all publio men should 
be made to tremble. But such a publio 
opinion cannot exist, as long as the codo ' 
of morality taught at sohool, is not prao- 
tioally carried out by our public men, as 
long as tho influence of mou like Mill and 
Bentham, fails to exercise control over 
their acts.

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

Tiie excellent treatment wliiuh tho lower 
orders of animals receive at the hands of 
the Hindus is proverbial. Tho S/tasten in- 
culcato humanity to all domestic quadrupeds 
and birds and tho adoration of many of 
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'them. Tlio feeling for the dumb brutes 
that is in every Hindu being of the intenscst 
jjjud, any measure that has for its objoot 
t!io suppression of cruelty to them cannot fail 
In win his approval. Buj^if it apparently 
bo n romedy worse tj^fnUo disense, it is his 
duty to object to it. It is for this reason 
thtit wo are opposed to tbo passing of the 
Bill for tbo prevention of enmity to Ani¬ 
mals now under the consideration of the 
Bengal Legislative Council. Tbo proposed 
Act is nothing moro or less than unneces¬ 
sary legislation wnich has very justly been 
called tyranny. 


The Committee of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals lately 
presented a petition to tbo Lieutenant Go¬ 
vernor of Bengal in Council praying that 
the Bill in question ho passod. The peti¬ 
tioners say :—"That this Bill had its origin 
in the careful enquiry of a Sub-Committee of 
this Society on the subject of ovor-burthening 
cattlo; and that, tho result of that onquiry 
was tho assurance that tho load imposed 
on draught-bullocks was. in tho majority of 
oases, nn unreasonable, unfitting, and most 
cruel burthen, beyond their strength, de¬ 
trimental to their condition, and productive 
of those extensive and oruol wounds so long 
and commonly seen mvd«r tbo yoke.” Bo 
bullocks placed under the yoke of a enrt 
heavily laden really fool themselves un¬ 
comfortable? It they do, it is natural to 
expect thnt they should offer resistance, 
lio down nnd go to sleep under their loads 
in spito of all attempts to rouse them. But 
«o find tint; cattle dragging heavily through 
tho roads do not give vont to even a grunt or 
n grumble. They coolly trudgo on nnd lighten 
their labor by availing themselves of the first 
favorable opportunity of snatching a sheaf 
of straw or hay from carts in their front. 
"Were they really the tortured animals they 
nrn rop r osenlod to he nnd were they in much 
pain, the agrooablo business of mastication 
could never go on. This is a proof that 
carters do not ns a rule overload their 
boasts. Sulf-intcrest prevents them from 
so doing. Tho petitioners stnto that tho 
enquiries they hnvo mado shew thnt the 
excess of burthen, was, on the part of tho 
owners nnd drivers of tho oattle, “ involun¬ 
tary, nnd forced upon them by the Godown 
Sironrs and others who h : rod them.’* "Wo 
cannot understand how this could ho re¬ 
medied by tho Bill, should it become law. 
Carters who would not onrry in their 
hncVerios weight to tho extent desired by 
tho Sironrs would bo losers, while their accom¬ 
modating follows would reap the harvest by 
giving douceurs to Policemen who nro in 
tho majority of instances tho friends of 
rogues and the persecutors of honest persons. 

It is urged that "from tbo institution of this 
•onquiry, until the present time, tho experi¬ 
ence of this Society has shown, notwithstand¬ 
ing tho ino.ronsfi of agency, ns well ns nn in- 
creaso in tbo amount and number of the 
fines imposed, that during tbo space of six 
■years, out of abovo fire thousand convictions 
for cruelty to animals, upwards of three 
thousand hnvo been in en&os of bullock?- 
wounded under tho yoke; that these cases 


nppenr to be more numerous in the hot wea¬ 
ther than at other seasons; and that tbo 
amount of burthen in a large number, if 
not tho majority of oases, varies from 20 to 
25 mauods, or nearly ono ton in weight. 

“ That from the consideration of these 
facts, aud tho disparity in point of number 
between the convictions in Calcutta, and in 
the groat Metropolis of England, for which 
any assumed greater cruelty hare, or hu¬ 
manity there, is insufficient to account, the 
conviction was irresistible, that to the excess 
of burthen, in so severe a climate, and with 
so barbarous a mode of draught, mugt be 
attributed the existence and enormous 
number of frightful wounds on tho necks 
of the cattle. 

" Thnt tho legitimate remedy for this evil 
lies in tho reduction of burthen to some 
amount which common experience has shewn 
to be, nnd ordinary observations enn testify 
to, ns reasonable; and to nttnin this ond, 
it was resolved to nppeol to the Legislature. 

“ That the measure thus proposed is nei¬ 
ther impracticable nor now, Your peti¬ 
tioners have been informed that about 27 
years ago Mr. Blaequiore, then Magistrate 
of Calcutta, issued an order which was 
placarded about the city, limiting the 
weight of bullock burthen to 10 mounds. 
This order remained in forco during Mr. 
Blnequiere’s tenure of office, worked well, 
ns evidenced by tho doorcase of wounds on 
tlw bullocks, nud fell into disuse only on Mr. 
Blacquiere’s retirement from office two years 
nftorwnrds.” 

Tho Society seem to be of opinion that the 
origin of gnllod nocks is " excess of burden.” 
This however is not correct. Had the order of 
Mr. Blnequiere worked well, it would not have 
been allowed to fall into disuso by |iis suc¬ 
cessors. We think tho root of the disease lies 
in tho model roads and streets of Calcutta. 
These, especially in the Northern Division, are 
still in such adisgraooful state that even horse 
carriages with their light passenger-loads 
cannot pull through thorn. Wo have often 
said that ns long ns the bullocks shall have 
to effeofr their up-hill and down-dale evo¬ 
lutions through the pleasant thoroughfares 
of the Town and its Suburbs, so long must 
their necks be full of wounds. The Sooiety 
ought therefore to agitato without" delay 
for the proper metalling of roads and 
stroots. 

•Supposing the Sooiety under the provi¬ 
sions of tho Bill, if passed into law, euc- 
oeed in preventing carters from driving bul¬ 
locks with galled nocks, we should like to 
know what would bo the fato of these crea¬ 
tures. Thera is no institution in Calcutta 
for maimed nnd mutilated animiils and un¬ 
fortunately tho number of beef ontors is 
now-n-days so large that no bullocks will 
bo allowed to chew the straw of idleness. 
They will surely, be given up to the 
butchers; nnd people will have good rea¬ 
son to say that beoauso moro beef 13 
required than the slaughter-houses can fur¬ 
nish, tho sentimentality about galled necks 
is merely nn excuse for throwing a further 
supply into the butcheries. What steps do 
tho humane society propose to at 1 q>t for 


saving the poor brutes from such a destiny? 
We pause for n reply.

HIE LAWRENCE MEMORIAL. 

A Committee has been formed at Calcutta 
for the purpose of raising by publio subs¬ 
cription a fund for tho ereotion of a statue 
of S:r John Lawrenoo " commemorative of 
his long, varied, nnd distinguished career 
in India.” The Committee has our hearli- 
cst sympathy. We have a higher opinion, 
of the administration of Sir John Lawrence 
than of thnt of any of his predecessors ex¬ 
cept Lord Canoing and Lord William Ben- 
tinclc. It would bo wrong not to coramo- 
raorato his great services in some way. 

If, ns we maintain, it be the duty of Go¬ 
vernors to aim at the good of tho majority 
of the governed rather than nt that of a 
small seotion of them, Sir John understood 
tho duties and responsibilities of a ruler 
bolter than most of tho Govornors-Genernl 
who preceded him. 

We stated tho other day what has made 
Sir John Lawrence unpopular with n certain 
section of our landed ariatoonroy. It is not 
quite so easy to understand why he is not 
liked by many of his own countrymen. 
His manners may partly be in fault. Wil¬ 
liam tbe Third was a much better sovereign 
than Chnrlos tho Socond, yet among tho 
liberty-loving people of England William 
was tbo most unpopular of rulers because 
bis manners wero repulsive, whilst Charles 
the Seootid who did not care a rush for tho 
rights of his people was decidedly tho most 
popular of men because lie hud a kind wovd 
nnd a gracious nod for every body. But 
tho chief onuso of Sir John’s unpopularity 
with certain classes of Englishmen is essen¬ 
tially tho same as whnt has mado him an 
eyesore to native aristocrats. 

The whole framework, of English society 
is nristooratic. " If the object of Govern¬ 
ment,” says Kay'(Sooial Condition and Edu¬ 
cation of tho Tooplo vol. I) “ is to creato 
an enormously wealthy class and to raise 
to tho highest point the civilization of about 
one-fifth of tho nation while it leaves nearly ' 
throe-fifths of tho nation sunk in tbo lowest 
depths of igqornnce, hopelessness, and 
degradation, then the system hitherto pur¬ 
sued in Great Britain is perfect.” The Eng¬ 
lish law of Real Property with its primo¬ 
geniture, entails, long settlements and techni¬ 
calities which none but a lawyer can under¬ 
stand has tended vory much to depress tke 
mass of the people in trie sooial scale. Tho 
effect of this state of the law according %o 
tho same distinguished sociological writer has 
been gradually “ to aooumulnto tbo land in 
tho hands of fewer nnd still, fewer proprie¬ 
tors ; of retaining tho same estate for yours 
and often for generations in tho hands of 
the same family; of depriving the shop¬ 
keepers, farmers, and peasants of any ohanco 
in general of purchasing lands; of pro¬ 
gressively inoroasing tho size and lessening 
the number of tbo farms and thus of de¬ 
priving the peasants more every year of any 
chnnou of even renting a farm.” Wo could 
cite a host of authorities to illustrate tho 
oligarchical spirit which pervades tho whulc 
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structure of English aooiety. We will con¬ 
tent ourselves wiih one more citation. “ Not- 
withstanding the wealth of the Anglo- 
Saxon, no nation presents suoh a mass of 
squalid/poverty and wretchedness, rendering 
it douotful whether suoh a form of civili¬ 
sation he a blessing or a curse to humanity. 1 ’ 
—(Dr. Knox on the Anglo-Saxon Raoo 
P. 5 7) 

Englishmen who have boon taught from 
their infancy that the English law of Real 
Property is "the perfection of reason" (it 
would be batter to call it tho perfection of 
absurdity) and believe that their aristooratio 
society is the best and happiest in the world, 
bring with them their Aristooratio prejudices 
to India and are naturally angry with Sir 
John Lawrenoe because his whole adminis- 
tratWh has been an emphatic protest against 
the oligarohioal spirit which pampers tho 
upper ten thousand at the expense of mil¬ 
lions. It is only in this way that we can 
explain the backwardness of certain dosses 
of Englishmen in doing honor to Sir John, 
and the faot of the Indian Public Opinion 
espousing the oause of the Punjab Talookdar 
against tho Punjab ryot and censuring the 
Governor-General. We have bsen asked— 
* What has Sir John done for the lower 
classes P” He planned great things; and it 
roust be admitted that bis suooess has been 
very partial in oarrying out his plans. This 
is not tho place for disoossing all that he has 
done and all that he moant to do for the 
great body of the people. The oligarohioal 
element both in his owu Council and in tho 
ontsido publio was too strong to suffer him 
to do much. ' The abuses which were heaped 
on his head for his noblo efforts on behalf 
of the poasanty of Oudo and tho Punjab 
nro a fair speoimen of the treatment whioh 
his philanthropic statesmanship has .mot 
with. It is not for thoso whose opposition 
lod to his failure to taunt him with that 
failure. It is far hotter to fail like Sir John 
Lawrence in trying to emancipate millions 
from a stato very little removed from serf¬ 
dom than to suooecd like Lord Cornwallis in 
raising up a pampered aristocracy who seek 
to fasten their chains tighter. If the 
Lawrence Memorial Committoo seek an in¬ 
scription for Sir John’s statue, nono moro 
fitting can be suggested than the following 
simple one:— 

“Sir John Lawrence, the Indian ry¬ 
ots’ FHIRND.”

Wo ventured to differ on that occasion, from 
many of our contemporaries, who seemed 
to think that even an Indian statesman and 
administrator of tho most indisputable qualifi¬ 
cations oouhl not adequately sustain tho hon- 
oursnnd respectability of tho vice-royalty with¬ 
out being a littlo higher than a baronet. Wo 
took tho liberty to doubt then, and we take 
tho liberty to doubt still, whether tho title 
of a British peer, imposing ns it undoubt¬ 
edly is in tho British Island, has so mar¬ 
vellous an influence upon tho imaginations 
of her Majesty’s Indian subjects as to add 
power and luotre in their ejes to tho nnuui 
of Lawrenoe. And wo never wero guilty 
of tho ungraciousness of supposing that the 
appointment of n simple baronet to tho 
highest office in the gift of auy sovereign 
on earth, was a precedent more important; 
far than the anticipation by a feu years of 
the titular honours which could not fail 
to crown a grand career. Sir John is now 
on the point of coming home, and by-tlie- 
bye, a ready-made peer is bis successor. Wo 
may now, without any incons stenev, v-rv 
cordially coho the nssurnneo of tho Friend of 
India, that ‘tho bestowal of a peerage on 
John Lawrence is a matter of course.’ Few 
Englishmen have done more to deservo such 
an acknowledgment of splendid services, and. 
wo nro confident that tho millions of our 
Tndinn fellow-subjects who havo known his 
firm yet gentle sway, will join with his 
countrymen at home in wishing that he may 
bo spared for many years to enjoy the honours 
ho has won so well, and to make the namo 
of Lawrence as illustrious in tho hereditary 
Chamber of tho British Parliament ns in 
the annals of the Anglo-Indian empire."
